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heilo thank you wolf tonight five years after september 11th american troops in afghanistan are now fighting 
the most intense battles of the war in iraq more than 130 000 of our troops are fighting an insurgency three of 
the country's leading authorities on global terrorism join us here tonight to assess whether the united states 
is winning the war against terrorism president bush today led the nation's tributes to the victims of the 
september 11th attacks three hours from now president bush will address the nation from the oval office we'll 
have a live report from the white house previewing the president's speech this is blue dobbs tonight news 
debate and opinion for monday september 11th live in new york lou dobbs good evening everybody 
president bush today led the nation in ceremonies commemorating the nearly 3 000 americans killed in 
september 11th attacks tonight president bush will deliver a prime time speech to the nation that the white 
house says will focus on the lessons learned from 9 11. american troops are still battling radical islamist 
terrorists five years after the global war on terror began the fighting in afghanistan is more intense now than 
at any time since the taliban regime was overthrown and in iraq insurgents are killing on average two of our 
troops each and every day nick robertson tonight reports from the afghan-pakistani border on the resurgence 
of the taliban michael ware reports from baghdad on the escalating insurgency and terrorist attacks in iraq 
and ed henry reports from the white house on the president's remembrance of 9 11 victims we turn first to 
nick robertson in afghanistan nick the taliban have really resurged or at least the insurgents associated with 
them have resurged over the last year or so particularly in the south of the country they've started using 
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of the country they've started using suicide bombs roadside bombs tactics that haven't been used here 
before but overall the the country under the rule of president hamid karzai has shown improvement has 
made economic progress but it is still far from a country that is able to stand on its own feet and it is facing at 
this time a resurgence from the taliban and still not able to put a stop to the massive growth of opium poppies 
which contribute over half of the gdp of this country nick robertson along the along the pakistan afghan 
border as the taliban is a resurgence after five years of fighting by united states and coalition troops in 
washington d.c tonight congress commemorating the five years since the attacks of september 11th this is a 
bipartisan ceremony being held live right now on the steps of capitol hill they are singing the national anthem 
let's listen in [Music] foreign ladies and gentlemen please join me in welcoming the doctor barry c black 
chaplain in the united states senate let us pray eternal spirit before your eyes all empires rise and fall yet you 
are changeless be near us in this age of terror and in these moments 
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terror and in these moments of remembrance as we think about the fire smoke and rubble of september 11 
2001 remind us that you are still sovereign uphold those who labor for peace on earth and give us a broad 
sympathy for all the people of your world strengthen us to comfort those who mourn and to work in large 
ways and small for those things that make for peace bless the leaders of this nation and our world so that 
warfare like slavery before it may become only a historic memory tonight as we honor those who died deliver 
us from the temptations of seeking only our own good hearing only our own truth and acknowledging only 
our own suffering we pray in the comforting name of the prince of peace amen amen amen he is the 
champion of the u.s senate uh leading the invocation of the ceremony will now move on to words of 
remembrances from the senate and house leadership both democrat and republican turning now to the war 
in iraq insurgents have killed two more of our troops one soldier died in an attack north of baghdad another 
soldier was killed in the hospital of his wounds 2 669 of our troops have 
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of his wounds 2 669 of our troops have now been killed in the war insurgents today also kill 13 iraqi army 
recruits in a suicide bomb attack on a minibus in the iraqi capital michael where has the report from baghdad 
michael lee you're right the violence is not abating here in iraq the la this level of insurgents attacks remains 
fairly constant so far this month alone according to the cnn figures we have 26 american troops have died in 
the 11 days of this month already and we see in the center of al qaeda here in iraq in ramadi in al-anbar 
province an area that president bush himself highlighted in his speech just last week that america is only half 
fighting the battle the troops there are undemand and are being encircled by al-qaeda they're fighting with 
what they've got but america is not committing to the fight despite the fact that the president and military 
intelligence here can point to that area as the headquarters of al-qaeda we see the attacks on the iraqi 
security forces continue a man wearing a chest vest suicide bomber boards a minibus full of police recruits 
and detonates here in the capital in the meantime we have saddam's trial three more witnesses from kurdish 
northern iraq gave testimony about the unfold military campaign which they claim targeted them in the late 
1980s yet again we saw saddam leap to the stage trying to drag in current political events about federalism 
and the separation of the kurdish state which has fled here in recent weeks into the courtroom so we're 
seeing a strategy here in iraq that if it's not failing is certainly ailing and as we see with the taliban resurgency 
that nick robertson referred to that was self-evident two years ago when you could visit the taliban safe 
havens 
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you could visit the taliban safe havens in pakistan which was sponsored by elements of the pakistani 
intelligence agency lee michael thank you very much michael ware reporting from baghdad president bush 
today leading the nation in solemn ceremonies of remembrance for the victims of 9 11. president bush began 
the day with a visit to a new york city firehouse later the president visited the pennsylvania field where united 
flight 93 crashed and he visited as well the pentagon where another hijacked airliner crashed ed henry 
reports now from the white house ed lou you know the president last evening said he approached this 
anniversary with a heavy heart and he certainly struck that tone today visiting all three sites as you noted the 
president did not speak publicly at any of these events saving that for tonight an oval office address at 9pm 
eastern time his 22nd nationally televised prime time speech tony snow saying that this will be a reflective 
speech not a political speech snow saying it'll be brief about 16 to 18 minutes and we'll focus on how 911 
reshaped the way the u.s views the quote growing menace from terrorists like osama bin laden but that's 
certainly the type of rhetoric that democrats have complained about allegedly scaring voters to the polls that 
is a similar certainly to the theme we've heard in some of the president's recent speeches in that series of 
speeches on the war on terror leading up to the midterm elections some excerpts now dribbling out of what 
the president will say tonight in one excerpt he says quote we face an enemy determined to bring death and 
suffering into our homes america did not ask for this war and every american wishes it were over so do i but 
the war is not over and it will not be over until either we or the extremists emerge victorious we are in a war 
that will set the course for this new century and determine the destiny of millions across the world of course 


on one hand such a high profile speech like this could put the president in remind voters uh of some of his 
finer moments immediately after 9 11 but it could also remind him of some other facts such as the fact that 
osama 
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other facts such as the fact that osama bin laden has still not been caught such as the fact that as you've 
been noting the war in afghanistan still raging on five years later finally also important to note that while an 
oval office address certainly gives the president a large megaphone the last time he used this address this 
type of address was mid-may to promote his immigration reform plan and since that point despite a brief 
bump perhaps for that plan it has not gone anywhere on capitol hill since then lou ed thank you very much ed 
henry reporting from the white house we'll of course here on cnn have live coverage of the president's 
speech to the nation tonight it begins at 9 00 pm eastern right here on cnn iraq and national security will be 
key issues in primary races across the country many of them being held tomorrow nine states and the district 
of columbia will be holding primary elections tomorrow two of the most hotly contested battles taking place in 
rhode island and arizona ground zero remains a bit untouched uh in the five years since september 11th the 
lower manhattan development corporation last week unveiled plans for three more skyscrapers to be built 
there the towers which would surround the world trade center memorial are the latest in plans to be added to 
the already approved freedom tower freedom tower will stand 776 feet tall it's expected to be finished in 
another five years once it starts the redevelopment of the world trade center site has been marked by battles 
between the victims families politicians insurance companies developers government bureaucrats architects 
and on and on the list goes fights erupting over the design of the buildings the memorials who would pay for 
them the placement of the memorial security concerns and control of the projects of course because of all of 
the infighting it will take at least a decade to fill what is now a hole in the ground across the street at seven 
world trade center in marked 
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marked contrast and an entirely different story free from the bureaucratic and political wrangling seven world 
trade remains the only building to be rebuilt since the terrorist attacks of five years ago already half the space 
has been rented just four months after the building was completed and opened more than seven billion 
dollars in compensation has been given to the families of the 911 uh victims from the government's 
september 11th victims compensation fund according to the department of justice 100 percent of the 2 80 
families who applied and who were eligible have been compensated charities have given families an 
additional two and a half billion dollars time now to look at some of your thoughts be in texas in reference to 
your poll question of the other day do i know anyone who thinks saddam hussein had anything to do with the 
9 11 attacks i used to know them i've chosen not to associate with them any longer sam in louisiana do i 
know anyone who believes in the connection between saddam hussein and 9 11 yes they are the same 
people who believe in santa the easter bunny and the tooth fairy in john in california lou each time george w 
bush states that we are safer because terrorists have not hit america since 9 11 i cringe each time i hear that 
one of our troops in iraq is killed or wounded by roadside bomb i know that america has been hit i'm a 
vietnam era veteran email us at leadims.com we'll have more of your thoughts here later up next senator 
trent lott senator carl levin join us on the controversy over saddam hussein and his alleged ties in some 
quarters to al-qaeda and to assess whether we're winning this global war on terror and the communist 
chinese government transfers to assert saddam hussein's regime had ties to al-qaeda before the american 
invasion of iraq in 2003. the vice president's assertion on nbc's meet the press comes despite a new senate 
intelligence report showing that there is 
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report showing that there is absolutely no connection whatsoever joining me today two leading members of 
that intelligence committee senator trent lott and senator carl levin they join us tonight from capitol hill 
gentlemen thanks for being here i would like to hear both your reactions to the vice president uh saying two 


things one that he's seen nothing that changes his mind and secondly that he hasn't seen your report 
senator senator a lot well our report just came out i believe last friday so it's uh you know entirely believable 
that the vice president may not have read it i thought he handled himself very well though and i've never 
seen tim russert more exacerbated about being able to get a uh one of his guests on the spot uh look i 
haven't changed my mind either now was the evidence uh not what it should have been in many instances 
yes we we did a investigation of the intelligence and uh we were not satisfied with what we were told we 
have passed some reforms and we hope that our intelligence community is doing a better job now when you 
say you haven't changed your mind you're not suggesting that you still believe there's a relationship between 
al qaeda and saddam hussein no no i i look that was not a basis uh for no i understand what it wasn't 
basically i certainly did but what is important to me as a as an american citizen i'm sure to you senator to lots 
of us is that if the senate intelligence committee puts out a report this important if every intelligence agency 
and the president united states say there's no relationship that perhaps the vice president united states might 
consider that being a truism well as a matter of fact there was some evidence that was denied in some other 
reports about intelligence from the czech republic there was some information about uh an al qaeda person 
being in iraq to say that there was none at all probably is debatable but it was not a deciding factor in the 
intelligence that we received and the vote to go to war against iraq and the war on terror senator levin i would 
love to hear your thoughts your reaction as well 
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reaction as well as a matter of fact the constant drum beat by the administration that there was a link 
between the people who attacked us on this day five years ago and on a link between them and saddam 
hussein was the guiding force that persuaded the american people to go to war it was that link between the 
very people the attackers of 9 11 that the administration tried to make out saying there's no distinction 
between the 9 11 terrorists and between saddam hussein that's what the administration told us before the 
war the president said they were allies on the deck of that aircraft carrier when he said mission accomplished 
of course that was the key ingredient of a public decision i believe many of our colleagues decided to go to 
war against iraq because they believed the american people believed that somehow or other saddam 
hussein was linked to the 9 11 attackers well for example white house spokesman tony snow senator said 
that democrats republicans looked at exactly the same information voted overwhelmingly to go to war 
against iraq uh you looked at that intelligence your assessments uh the assessments of your party members 
and was the same as party members of the republican uh leadership how do you sort that out at this stage 
well about half the democrats voted to go to war based on the intelligence that they saw about half of us 
voted not to go to war based on that intelligence so we were about equally divided unlike the republicans all 
of whom i think but one perhaps voted to go to war but the point is that the key ingredient that we looked at 
there were two things one was the weapons of mass destruction and i think everybody there thought that 
there was evidence that he had weapons but in terms of the relationship the intelligence community had 
grave doubts that there was a relationship any operational connection between al qaeda and between 
saddam hussein i want to ask you one question because this is all retrospective it appears that there's strong 
forces at 
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it appears that there's strong forces at work that would suggest that if iran does not comply with ending its 
nuclear enrichment program that we could well be on our way to war with iran certainly striking them now 
here we can be perspective first do you senator 11 how would you have the united states go forward uh with 
the threat posed by iran i would continue to take the position that it is unacceptable that iran have a nuclear 
weapon i would do something we did not do before iraq which would be to work with the international 
community to have them as allies because every neighbor of iran does not want iran to have a nuclear 
weapon but we've got to hold the international community together in whatever we do uh hopefully not 
needing force but whatever we need to do to prevent them to have a nuclear weapon our credibility our 
credibility is way low with the international community given what we did in iraq would you contemplate 
military action kind of played it i hope not but keep that as a possibility i think that is always needs to be kept 


as a possibility but not senator i need to get your answer on this if i may say well i'll be very specific i think i 
agree with most of what senator levin said there and i by the way want to point out that that is exactly what 
the administration is doing they're trying to find ways to to work diplomatically economically work with our 
allies to try to get sanctions we need to push all of that but it's a very dangerous situation in iran and and this 
has got to be a very high priority with what we do in the future gentlemen we thank you very much senator 
carl 11 senator trent lott as always gentlemen thank you very much thank you still ahead the results of our 
poll stay with us we'll be right back 95 of you responding in our poll to say that you don't believe we're

years after 9 11. osama bin laden's trail has gone cold the taliban are making a fierce comeback it's 3 30 a.m 
tuesday in kabul afghanistan we're going to go there live it's a cnn exclusive it's 7 pm here in washington 
where president bush is preparing to address the nation has the war in iraq taking precious resources away 
from the war on terror i'll ask senator hillary rodham clinton and why do they hate us as america's image 
takes a hit on the arab street i'll ask karen hughes if the president has made matters worse i'm wolf blitzer 
you're in the situation room [Music] when president bush goes before the cameras just two hours from now 
he'll speak to the loss the fears and the hopes of all americans five years after we saw the face of evil they'll 
cap a day of memorials and tributes with a stark reminder that the war on terror is not over yet it's a message 
osama bin laden also is sending the al-qaeda leader is still a fugitive the failure to catch or catch him though 
was hanging over this bush presidency along with the mission in iraq on this the fifth anniversary of the 9 11 
attacks renewed questions about one war's impact on another standing by cnn's ed henry he's got excerpts 
from the president's speech brian todd with the hunt for al-qaeda first though let's go to cnn's anderson 
cooper he's on the scene in afghanistan for us with what's happening on the ground you're along the border 
anderson between afghanistan and pakistan this taliban seems to be making a major comeback 
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uh no doubt about it wolf the enemy that these soldiers are facing soldiers from the 10th mountain division 
from this forward operating base and we are very close to the pakistan border i can't give you the exact 
location but it is within sight every day in this in this forward operating base they are taking incoming fire the 
enemy they say is diverse on the one hand it is taliban a newly resurgent taliban adopting al-qaeda style 
tactics it's not just rockets and mortars that the taliban is firing that those are the old tactics the new tactics 
are suicide attacks vehicle-borne ieds they've had two suicide attacks attempts on this base they also see 
ieds nearly every day out on these roads also they are seeing al qaeda fighters uh foreign jihadists the the 
the men uh the kind of men who uh blew up the world trade center uh on 9 11. uzbeks arabs they're seeing 
chechens out here they can hear them they can see them and they have killed them they're also seeing a 
rise because of narco trafficking in just common criminality here people who don't want the government 
muhammad karzai to be able to extend its influence in this region as you know wolf the poppy harvest in 
afghanistan this year has gone up 49 over the last year we're talking about billions of dollars that are pouring 
in uh to the hands of narco traffickers and also the taliban who are receiving money who are taxing the uh 
the poppy trade uh who get protection money from the farmers uh for watching over the crops so it is a very 
diverse enemy here and it is an enemy that they make contact with virtually every day today we got a prime 
example of that we came back from patrol uh they were they were all the soldiers from the 10 mountain 
division had gathered here uh to commemorate 911 and just as the ceremony began we were broadcasting 
live a rocket landed you get the sense that the enemy is watching the movements on this base uh the 
soldiers made sure uh even though they they ran to uh to bunkers they returned fire also with howitzers 
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fire also with howitzers uh you're watching some of the video uh from uh from when the rocket came in 
coming they ended up taking six rockets in all but by the end of the day they did go ahead uh commemorate 
the 911 anniversary or very uh simple uh but very somber ceremony the soldiers here have a real sense of 
mission and a real sense that what they are doing every day now is linked directly to what happened on 9 11 
well what are you hearing from troops on the ground anderson where you are about the hunt for osama bin 
laden uh you know i think there's a lot of frustration wolf about what is happening on the pakistan side of the 
border i think most of the troops here will tell you that they think osama bin laden is hiding somewhere in 
pakistan and as you know wolf you've done a lot of interviews on this a lot of focus on this pakistan has now 
signed a ceasefire deal with taliban militants on the pakistan side of the border uh pakistan soldiers have left 
their checkpoints and have gone back to their barracks basically allowing taliban militants to retake those 
checkpoints and intelligence sources that we've been talking to say they have already seen an uptick in 
violence on the the afghan side of the border that they can relate to this cease-fire there are a lot of u.s 
soldiers they won't necessarily say it on camera because of the delicate relationship with pakistan but 
privately a lot of soldiers a lot of intelligence sources are very concerned about what this means for the hunt 
for osama bin laden and that's what we're going to be focusing on tonight will anderson thanks very much be 
careful out there this note to our viewers at 10 pm eastern anderson is going to be live on the ground in 
afghanistan he'll have an exclusive look at what's happening in the war on terror five years after 9 11. al 
qaeda is marking this fifth anniversary of 9 11 with chilling new threats and a warning of new targets let's 
bring in cnn's brian todd brian wolfe al-qaeda's second in command appears in a new tape tonight warning of 
a shifting battlefront in the war on terror al qaeda's number two leader puts his own spin on the september 
11th anniversary with a new warning to the west 
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with a new warning to the west your leaders are hiding from you the true extent of the disaster that will shock 
you former cia officers we spoke to who tracked al qaeda in the middle east believe that when ayman al- 
zawahiri is warning of a shock he means a non-conventional attack you know they have stated their intention 
to conduct catastrophic attacks on us they've stated their intention to eventually use wmd against us 
although ahiri also warns the west the battlefield will shift away from afghanistan and iraq to two new fronts 
the first is a gulf from where you will be expelled willing at which point your economic ruin will be achieved 
the second front israel where zawahiri says jihadi reinforcements are getting closer former cia officers say al 
qaeda's aim is twofold to demonstrate israel's military can be beaten and to overthrow regimes in the persian 
gulf without a doubt they're going to come after us in the persian gulf in the gulf states and in saudi arabia i 
mean it is significant to us for economic reasons it is where most of the world's oil comes from how would 
those regimes be targeted former cia officers tell cnn many of al qaeda's fighters in iraq and afghanistan are 
saudis and that when the u.s leaves those fighters will head home for attacks on oil facilities shipping or 
compounds where westerners live hotels that are frequented by westerners truck bombs against military 
installations these are all the natural things that they have trained to do and probably carried out contingency 
casings to do they could for example amount assassination attacks on key leaders for those operations 
intelligence experts say al qaeda will need new recruits and that they believe is a key strategy behind these 
recent messages from ayman al-zawahiri and osama bin laden all right brian thank you very much after a 
day of honoring 9 11 victims in silence president bush is preparing to address the nation and the greatest 
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to address the nation and the greatest challenges of his tenure in office beginning with that fateful day five 
years ago let's go to our white house correspondent ed henry yet just yesterday the president said he was 
approaching this anniversary with a heavy heart and sure enough he was fighting back tears today at the 
pentagon the final of three events that he visited today all three of the sites of the terrorist killings back five 
years ago the president did not speak at any of these events saving it for tonight will have a much bigger 
megaphone and oval office address nine o'clock eastern time a tony snow the white house press secretary 
saying this will be somewhere between 16 and 18 minutes in length relatively short for an oval office address 
and that it will not be political instead taking a look at where we are how the united states how the world has 


changed since 9 11 one excerpt the president saying quote we face an enemy determined to bring death and 
suffering into our homes america did not ask for this war and every american wishes that we're over so do i 
but the war is not over it will not be over until either we or the extremists emerge victorious if we do not 
defeat these enemies now we will leave our children to face the middle east overrun by terrorist states and 
radical dictators armed with nuclear weapons you can hear the tough rhetoric from the president there 
mirroring what he has said in recent days in this series of speeches on the war on terror right on the eve of 
the midterm elections president clearly trying to recapture some of that political glow he had shortly after 9 11 
but certainly the fact that he has not caught osama bin laden and the fact that his anderson cooper was 
pointing out the war in afghanistan is raging anew those are some tough political difficulties for the president 
ed henry at the white house thanks very much and remember the president addresses the nation from the 
oval office 9 pm eastern will have special live coverage here in the situation room 9 p.m eastern it was a day 
when the world we knew changed forever the world trade center was reduced to rubble with thousands of 
lives lost the pentagon symbol of the american military might suffered a staggering blow but there was 
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suffered a staggering blow but there was heroism as hijacked passengers fought back aboard flight 93. today 
americans remembered at new york's ground zero at the pentagon and at shanksville pennsylvania let's 
watch and listen [Music] remember where we were that day what we were doing and we of course recall our 
president who stood in the rubble in lower manhattan with a bullhorn vowing justice alan anthony bevin 
sandra bradshaw joseph cashman joseph deluca [Music] and our heart goes out to all those family members 
who lost loved ones five years ago let's go to jack cafferty he's in new york with the caferty fowl jack peter 
almost half of americans still think saddam hussein had a hand in 9 11. according to a recent cnn poll 
conducted by the opinion 
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recent cnn poll conducted by the opinion research corporation 43 percent of americans say saddam was 
personally involved in the 9 11 terror attacks 52 percent say he was not the poll also found 45 percent of 
americans say iraq is part of a broader war on terrorism that began on september 11. 53 percent say it's a 
separate military action meanwhile a senate report out last week found that saddam was distrustful of al 
qaeda had no relationship with abu musab al-zarqawi and even thought that islamic regimeists were a threat 
to his own regime go figure here's the question this hour why do almost half of americans still think saddam 
hussein was personally involved in 9 11. email your thoughts to caffertyfield cnn.com or go to cnn.com cafe 
file we'll read some of your answers in about a half hour wolf jack thank you jack cofferty with the cafferty foul 
coming up a grim view from iraq on this the fifth anniversary of 9 11 there's a new secret report that offers a 
very sobering take on the situation on the ground we're going to go live to baghdad our michael ware 
standing by plus fixing america's image in the middle east we're going to talk to the woman whose job it is to 
try to make it better karen hughes and senator hillary clinton on iraq afghanistan 9 11. she's at ground zero 
she's also here in the situation the president's speech the 911 remembered larry king nine eastern a 
classified u.s military intelligence report reportedly paints a very dire picture of the situation in iraq's western 
anbar province the washington post site sources are saying the report being very pessimistic and pessimistic 
and says there's almost nothing the united states can do to improve the political and social situation there as 
soon as michael ware just came back from an embed he was with u.s forces in ramadi uh michael how bad 
is the situation out there 
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wolf it's absolutely nightmarish and and the washington post story is an old one us military intelligence has 
been saying this about ramadi for a year and a half i've been going out there since 2003 i've watched the 
steady decline quite frankly america is not committed to the fight it is known it is a stated fact that this is the 
headquarters of al qaeda in iraq yet american commanders privately off camera will tell you that we only 
have a third of the troops there that are needed to even begin to make a dent in al qaeda wolf sounds like uh 


militarily if the us devoted a much greater number of troops they might be able to make some progress but 
this washington post report suggests that politically the situation already is lost even if it isn't lost perhaps 
militarily well it's it's not losing militarily the boys out there are just simply holding the line but they've been put 
into the meat grinder for the sake of concentrating troops in baghdad politically it's an absolute disaster out 
there the potential american allies out there are essentially the bath party and the sunnis now these sunnis i 
spoke to one of these insurgents this morning i spoke to some ramadi shaikhs and i spoke to iraqi police in 
ramadi as well as american commanders what's happening is they see that in baghdad america is 
empowering their old enemy iran through its iranian proxies who are now in government they see that they're 
being herded towards al-qaeda because they have no other choice when they do try to break free the 
americans and the iraqi army are not strong enough to inhibit al-qaeda's intimidation and assassination 
campaigns so al-qaeda's got the discipline and they're that no matter what the commanders on the ground 
say the americans in ramadi 
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americans in ramadi in baghdad central government is being given to iran baghdad has cut off sugar 
supplies to alumba and no one can explain it wolf so is alan bar which is a huge province as you know 
michael is that on bar province now effectively becoming a a place where the insurgents have free free reign 
if you will they can create their own state within a state it's not quite to that degree but i mean umba is the 
barometer for the sunni insurgency war you want to know where it's going you want to know it's shifting 
needs then you dip your toe in alumba now what i can tell you for example is that there is an area north of 
ramadi just across the euphrates river called jazeera now military intelligence knows that's where al-qaeda 
leader abu musab al-zarqawi would hide would meet would rest would have his planning sessions his 
replacement now does the same that is their central headquarters the wahiri al al-qaeda's number two to 
osama bin laden said it's from there that we will build the caliphate well in this area about the size of new 
hampshire you've only got a couple of hundred troops maybe 300 less than a battalion and the commanders 
there on the ground admit we can only do so much we are not disrupting them even though we know that 
this is their headquarters wolf michael ware on the scene for us he's going to be having a lot more of these 
reports exclusive reports he just came back from an embed in ramadi michael thanks very much please be 
careful out there we're less than two hours away from presidents bush president bush's address to the nation 
we'll be covering that that starts nine pm eastern and coming up senator hillary clinton we'll hear what she 
has to say about osama bin laden cafferty jack well if the question this hour is why do almost half of 
americans think saddam hussein

internet offers an historic archive unlike anything we've seen before jackie schechner has more jackie well 
this is a tin of melted money that was recovered from the pentagon after september 11th and this is the door 
of a new york police department patrol car that was crushed by falling debris at the world trade center these 
are just two of 130 physical artifacts collected by the smithsonian and the only place you can see the entire 
collection is online another collection online is the september 11th digital archive two universities have come 
together to put more than 150 000 digital items online today they've superimposed images over a map of 
lower manhattan to give you an idea of who saw what from where and perhaps the largest collection that 
tells the story of the lead up to 9 11 is the evidence from the trial of zacarius musawi like this still from 
portland airport of hijacker muhammad atta on the morning of september 11th wolf jackie thank you very 
much let's check in with paula zahn she's in new york what's coming up at the top of the hour paula i will 
thanks so much well coming up the many ways our country has changed and will change even more as the 
result of the 9 11 attacks a cnn investigation is raising some very troubling questions about whether all the 
extra security at our airports is really making us any safer we're also going to see why many new yorkers 
who help with the rescue and cleanup efforts are still getting sick and may never get better all that anda 
whole lot more coming up live from ground zero professional program we're calling the 911 effect that's 
coming up just about four minutes from now thank you very much paula we'll be watching paula coming up 
shortly still anead here in the situation room a look at the tribute and light both in new york and here in 
washington we closed this hour with remembering what happened exactly five years ago in new york at the 
pentagon in shanksville there's a tribute in light 
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shanksville there's a tribute in light right now you see these two uh beams of light going over lower in 
manhattan remembering the twin towers it's called tribute and light the lights are going to remain on 
throughout the night in new york over the pentagon right now 184 beams of light one for each life lost at the 
pentagon on this day five years ago and in shacksville pennsylvania they're also remembering what 
happened on this awful day we'll be back in one hour to anchor the coverage around the president's address 
let's go to paula in new york paula hi wolf thanks so much and good evening everyone from new york tonight 
i'm at the site of what used to be the world trade center right behind me is the place everyone refers to as 
ground zero where the twin towers once stood [Music] five years later the unforgettable images still shocking 
right then we knew nothing would ever be the same [Applause] tonight how the world has changed the 
people who knocked these buildings down will hear all of us soon from survivors and national leaders the 
very latest answers to the lingering troubling questions are we doing enough to protect ourselves can we 
trust our government we will do whatever it takes has the war on terror really made us safer and how deadly 
does the exposure to ground zero continue to be tonight and now we show you a site that has become 
familiar this time of the year now in new york twin beams of light soaring high over lower manhattan ghostly 
reminders of the 
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lower manhattan ghostly reminders of the twin towers the rogue trade center a little earlier tonight as it's 
breaking through the clouds there reminders though of that deadly day when our lives changed forever just 
how they've changed is the focus of the special broadcast tonight as president bush gets ready to address 
the nation in just under an hour the president of course was here in new york today visiting a firehouse at 
whose members were among the first responders when the twin towers were attacked he then joined 


thousands of people who gathered here at ground zero for a very emotional ceremony that included the 
reading of the names of all 2749 victims of the 9 11 attacks right now the quiet sadness that hangs over this 
place is a very stark contrast to the confusion and disbelief of five years ago at the start of the 9 11 effect 
yeah this just in you were looking at obviously a very disturbing live shot there that is the world trade center 
and we have unconfirmed reports this morning as you look now at washington so we've got a major fire at 
the pentagon and the pentagon being evacuated the white house being evacuated and we don't know 
precisely the circumstances [Music] these pictures obviously show the unspeakable horror tragedy the fallout 
from which we're only just beginning to grasp it was my first day on the job at cnn we were on the roof of our 
bureau in new york just a few miles from where the world trade center once stood i could see the smoke 
smell the burning rubble in those early hours after the world trade center and the pentagon were hit we were 
reporting on the panic and confusion 
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the news was changing by the moment i think we need to make it clear at this point that no group has 
claimed responsibility for the multiple attacks today there was nothing in my 23 years of reporting experience 
that could have prepared me for the enormity of what had happened the country the nation's capital my 
hometown paralyzed with shock and fear new yorkers wake up to a completely different landscape here 
tomorrow public schools closed the stock market we were hardest hit by the tragic reality of massive 
casualties an estimated 50 000 people worked at the world trade center the death toll among those workers 
seemed incomprehensible i still remember the chills i felt when i had a report that ten thousand body bags 
had been ordered and that new york police officers and firefighters had suffered record casualties 200 are 
presumed dead tonight for days after the attack there was a desperate search for survivors our hopes were 
raised when we could report that people trapped in the rubble were calling for help on their cell phones two 
port authority police officers were found alive and rescued so there is hope thankfully there were stories of 
survivors that helped all of us get through those early days we went in immediately to the stairways and 
started our way down i'll never forget the stories of people helping people all those volunteers risking their 
own lives and then one of the more poignant images of those early days for me members of congress 
outside the capitol 
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members of congress outside the capitol singing an impromptu god bless america these were bright lights 
during those dark days but those days will forever be remembered for what we lost for the grief we suffered 
and for the fear that has haunted us ever since [Music] of course the first thing on every mind tonight is 
whether we're in fact any safer now and earlier this afternoon i spoke about that with two people who literally 
wrote the book on the subject the former co-chairman of the 9 11 commission former indiana congressman 
lee hamilton and former new jersey governor thomas kane and i started off by asking whether they think it 
will take another attack before all of the commission's recommendations are put into place some of them are 
so easy like you know given money in the basis of risk instead of in the basis of pork barrel congressional 
districts we thought that would be the first recommendation passed and five years later you know the areas 
of the biggest terrorist targets are still not getting the majority of the money that's that's pretty outrageous is 
is that a result of lack of leadership on the administration's part or do you think congress is just being too 
timid well i think everyone has got to elevate the debate you know what frustrates me is we've got a 
congressional election coming up and every single candidate either republican or democrat all say they favor 
all 41 of our recommendations but the whole congress favors our recommendations why don't they why don't 
they pass mr hamilton what three recommendations could be adopted very soon that would significantly 
make all americans safer one the radio spectrum issue so first responders can talk to one another at the 
scene of a disaster secondly allocate the money the homeland security money on the basis of risk and 
vulnerability not on the basis of politics and third make sure that when the first 
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and third make sure that when the first responders appear at the scene of the of the disaster somebody's in 
charge we don't think there's much being done in a number of areas and the one i'll just mention finally is that 
a whole area of nuclear problems in fact of a terri terrorist having a nuclear device we've got to make these 
areas of enriched uranium about 100 of them in the world safe so that they can't be broken into by a terrorist 
because if that happens then we're all at risk congress and the president have been moving much faster on 
that we're talking about making these areas safe in 14 years that's much too long it should be done in two or 
three years and are you really fearful of a potential nuclear attack i don't think it's necessarily the the biggest 
problem facing us right today but it's the most terrible if it did if it happened and therefore the one i would like 
to see address first because just think of what would happen in one of our cities you know once you get 
enriched uranium you can read on the internet how to put together the device and once you get the device 
you can walk right through our borders we know that so it's a real danger here we are five years after 9 11 
and we don't even have shared security lists they haven't combined the watch list is there any defense for 
that you ought to be able to immediately identify suspected terrorists who are boarding an airplane we have 
not been able to do that i'm nervous with every passing day that it is not fully in place and fully implemented it 
is a system a protection system that clearly needs to be done as quickly as possible governor kane lee 
hamilton thank you for your time today thank you so for many of us the most noticeable effects of 911 you 
find at the airport is all the extra security really making us any safer coming up the alarming results of a cnn 
investigation and later why 
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of acnn investigation and later why some of the heroes of 9 11 are getting sick and dying as our special 
report continues please stay with us this law will give intelligence and law enforcement officials important 
new tools to fight a present danger 911 changed our laws the patriot act passed soon after the attacks gave 
the government wide-ranging powers to eavesdrop on phone calls this one here and secretly searched 
through a person's business telephone and even library records critics charge its eroded civil liberties and 
makes it easier for the government to spy on ordinary citizens but the justice department reports that more 
than 400 people have been charged using patriot act provisions images from 9 11 on display tonight at 
ground zero a day when any were lost so many searched for them now many of those searchers are paying 
the ultimate price serious illness may be the 9 11 effect for as many as 70 percent of the 40 000 emergency 
and cleanup workers after the attacks officials assured the public the air was okay of course we now know it 
was toxic only one death so far is officially blamed on it but with thousands suffering lung problems and 
hundreds with cancer it may only be a matter of time here's senior medical correspondent dr sanjay gupta 
you really don't need a phd from harvard to tell you that i don't think the air 
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to tell you that i don't think the air is really very good five years later the health effects of september 11th are 
still coming to light seven eight inhale please jeff ending is a former detective in the morris county new jersey 
sheriff's office who rushed to ground zero on september 11 and work long shifts for the next two months i 
start my day with three inhalers and one pill that's for breathing this once active man now gets winded 
pushing his grandchildren on the swings i'm getting tired i have larnix damage and vocal cord damage and 
then the damage of my esophagus his is the story of thousands survivors suffering from ailments that include 
scarring of the lungs bleeding of the sinuses asthma acid reflux migraines and a persistent hacking cough so 
common it got its own name the world trade center cough we're certainly concerned that many of these 
people have developed chronic conditions that will be with them for the rest of their lives normally it's a little 
blacker than it appears here dr jacqueline moline is the medical director of mount sinai's world trade center 
medical monitoring program which has tracked the health of first responders for the past five years jeff 
andine is among them after years of uncertainty about the cause of his illness he was on hand when 
researchers announced a definitive link there should no longer be any doubt about the health effects of the 
world trade center what they found almost 70 percent of responders now have lung problems and the effects 
are likely to be with them for the rest of their lives robert gulack wasn't a first responder he just worked 


across the street he avoided exposure that day but says when he returned to work a month later in a nearby 
building he felt sick almost immediately i woke up two days after coming to work in the woolworth building 
choking for air having a big asthma 
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choking for air having a big asthma attack gulak says he began wearing a gas mask to work it wasn't enough 
i've been left with permanent lung damage that shows up on cat scan my lungs are scarred calcified 
collapsed to some degree when i've been exposed to something that irritates the lung sick and angry he has 
joined a class action lawsuit against the environmental protection agency to get them to adequately test the 
air and dust around ground zero all of us worry that in addition to the immediate effect we were also exposed 
to substances that will in the long run shorten our lives because of the epa's misinformation i have been 
exposed to substances that no person should be exposed to in a statement the epa says the epa took more 
than 10 000 samples of air water and dust yielding over a quarter of a million results which are posted on 
epa's website epa shared test results daily with the new york city fire department and others responsible for 
health and safety at ground zero for gulak and ending and thousands of others the big questions now are 
how much worse will their health get and could cancer be next the short answer we just don't know i don't 
think going around with gloom and doom is is a good thing it's going to have to kill me i'm not going to allow it 
it's going to be a hell of a fight i'm not going to go easy dr sanjay gupta cnn reporting and right now i'm going 
to turn to the story of one survivor of the attack on the pentagon where 184 people were killed 9 11 was my 
next guest's first day back at work after maternity leave april gallup had to make a quick stop at her desk 
before dropping her two-month-old son elijah off at daycare that may have ended up saving their lives when 
the plane struck mother and child were separated and amazingly a stranger somehow rescued the baby 
sadly none of the children of the pentagon's daycare center 
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pentagon's daycare center other than elijah survived april elijah gallup joining me now thank you so much for 
sharing your story with us tonight thank you for having me so you literally had just turned on your computer 
and then moments later you found yourself crawling in the rubble to try to find the life yes how did you 
survive i think that just to know that he was there and that he stopped crying so i believe that something had 
happened to him so i became motivated to try to help him describe what it was like as you're crawling on all 
fours trying to listen for any signs of hope of life it was hard because there were so many images there were 
you know sounds of other people saying help me save me people saying ah you know there were so many 
different things going on at the same time so it was kind of hard but i just remember that my son was there 
and i just wanted to take his body that's all i was thinking but wasn't there one point where you were hurting 
so badly that you weren't even convinced you yourself were alive that's true i the reality of it i'm still trying to 
grasp the reality of it to me it didn't seem real at all not you know not even today a lot of it still doesn't seem 
real it's hard for me to even believe that we were actually there and when you found him under that rubble it 
was just try to remind all of us what you were thinking there were people who were trapped in between some 
of the debris and so i was thinking okay if i help them they can help me find my son i couldn't do it like by 
myself i was just lifting up stuff thinking i was gonna see him or feel them or or just something it was no real 
plan or anything like that so once those people were helped down i was like help me find my son help me 
find my son but of course they were a bit hysterical and i really don't blame him you know for not stopping 
because things were still collapsing inside you know the building and and please know you know when he 
stopped crying i was prepared you know to die for my son that day i 
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you know to die for my son that day i was prepared to meet death just to save my son that's all i was thinking 
about if he if i could get him out you know that's that was more important to me than anything else well it is 
an absolutely amazing story and i know that you have mixed emotions about this fifth year anniversary live 
this as a daily reality come to grips with us and i know it's not easy to relive all of it but we appreciate you 


sharing your story with us good luck to you elijah good luck to you as well look at that smile train him well 
mama coming up hi afghanistan was the site of america's first offensive in the war on terror next we'll go 
there live with anderson cooper to see the 9 11 effect on the war on terror and then coming up at the top of 
the hour live coverage of the president's address to the nation as our special report from ground zero 
continues please stay with us memorial services in iraq and afghanistan today very stark reminders that 9 11 
was the beginning of the war on terror welcome back to our special report the 911 effect in his address to the 
nation at the top of the hour president bush will call the war a struggle for civilization and warn us there is a 
difficult road ahead well those difficulties are especially obvious in afghanistan watch what happened just this 
morning during a report by my colleague anderson cooper i'm here at a forward operating base very close to 
the pakistan border with inside i can't tell you the exact location uh we're actually now just getting some fire 
some rockets have been fired they were about to have a moment of silence here in commemoration of 9 11. 
uh we got to get to a bunker so carol i got to toss it back to you let's go anderson now joins us live from 
afghanistan i assume that no one was injured at all in that attack uh that's correct paula there were six 
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uh that's correct paula there were six incoming rounds they returned fire with the howitzer and some other 
mortars behind me um and there were no injuries and i should also point out that they continued on later as 
dust fell with that commemoration ceremony in spite of the danger let's talk about the resurgence of violence 
and their regrowth and the whole taliban movement in afghanistan how does the american military plan this 
to confront this short of the extra nato troops that are being brought in uh it is a real concern i mean they the 
the the soldiers right here from the 10th mountain division this forward operating base right along the 
pakistan border uh they are seeing action virtually every day i mean incoming rounds is not just uh 
something that happened on the anniversary of nine of 9 11 they they get incoming rounds just about every 
day this one base has returned and fired more shells than any other forward operating base in all of 
afghanistan uh you know some commanders say they would love to have more boots on the ground but 
they're trying to help rebuild the afghan national army and use that as an effective fighting force against the 
resurgent taliban paula anderson thanks so much for the update of course anderson will have a lot more 
from afghanistan tonight in 360 coming up at 10 pm eastern after the president's speech and just ahead a 
close-up look at ground zero and all the controversy over grand plans to put the world's tallest building here 
all that and more is our special program from ground zero continues [Music] five years later american 
muslims continue to feel the fallout from 9 11 in their daily lives citing discrimination and harassment by law 
enforcement we want to clear our names we want everybody to know we were innocent last month two u.s 
born lebanese american college students spent 
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lebanese american college students spent a week in jail on terrorism charges for buying prepaid cell phones 
the charges were later dropped a recent usa today gallup poll showed that 39 percent of americans admit to 
being prejudiced against muslims and that nearly a quarter say they would not want a muslim for a neighbor 
[Music] and we're back at ground zero in lower manhattan where the president made an emotional return 
today and the construction goes on down there what used to be called the pit the president is back at the 
white house tonight less than 20 minutes away from his address to the nation we of course will be bringing 
that to you live but first we continue our special report the 9 11 effect from right here in lower manhattan 
where five years of passion and fierce politics have finally produced a rebuilding plan for a place that draws 
millions from all over the world they still gather daily at the gates of brown zero five years after the towers fell 
but peek inside and it seems that time hasn't moved so quickly in the spring of 2002 the last of the trade 
center rubble was cleared one year later i toured the site with new york's governor george pataki the vast 
emptiness of ground zero men looked remarkably similar to the site just a few days ago when the governor 
and i met again a lot of people are outraged that nothing has been built here yet do you share that sense of 
outrage well within the original footprint of where the towers stood there are going to be three things the core 


of what we're doing here which is the memorial will be done on time the 21st century transportation hub will 
be done on time and the only building that will be probably two years behind what we originally proposed is 
the freedom tower but that is because we have to incorporate these new safety standards 
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standards and it's going to be a building that's going to be 1776 feet tall the tallest ever built as of today 
anywhere in the world 1776 feet a tribute to 1776 the year of the united states declaration of independence 
its actual height will be the same as that of the twin towers but its antenna will stand hundreds of feet taller it 
will have 2.6 million square feet of office space but there's worry that few will want to rent in a building so 
high in feet and profile we've been told by a lot of people that new yorkers and americans shouldn't build tall 
again but we're not going to bow to the face of terror we're going to sort of new heights this space is open to 
the sky and the greatest source of controversy and emotional dispute has been the victims memorial 
unveiled in 2004 the winning design was picked from more than 5000 entries from 62 countries it's known as 
reflecting absence for its 30-foot waterfalls that will cascade into reflecting pools below we're looking at the 
footprint of the original north tower which is 200 by 200 feet ken ringler who oversees much of the 
construction at the site took us to the spot where excavation has just begun the one thing the families 
demanded of survivors was that you honored the original footprints of both towers how have you 
accomplished that very first thing that we did was protect these footprints because below where we're 
walking uh are the original box beams that support it uh tower one and they were cut off at bedrock uh during 
the recovery period we're going to keep them as part of the memorial so people will be able to come and see 
them and touch them how challenging has this been to get to today when you actually see the beginning of 
construction i think it's been a challenge for all the parties but 
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been a challenge for all the parties but you know i come down here and i see the construction workers 
several of them who actually worked on the recovery and i've talked to them and they have smiles on their 
faces because they're here six months ago we didn't have to wear a hard hat down here now we do and 
wingler says everyone appreciates that this hard hat site is unlike any other in the world it's a train station 
where forty thousand passengers a day whizzed by a mourn where body fragments are still being found a 
cemetery where families of those never recovered come to grieve and an epicenter of memories worries and 
hopes that draws people from all over the world we shouldn't let the terrorists win it's as simple as that 
they're winning by us leaving a hole here but if it's rebuilt and trade goes on we're fighting it and we're 
winning and perhaps nothing proclaims this more than the cross beams that fell upright out of the north tower 
and now preside over the 16-acre construction site of loss and renewal still ahead on this very special life 
president bush sends a message to the class he was visiting on 9 11 in florida and don't forget we're 
planning live coverage of the president's oval office addressed to the nation coming up at the top of the hour 
we'll be right back the pentagon tonight as our special report on the fifth anniversary of 9 11 continues those 
beams of light reflecting the loss of the 184 victims there five years ago now the president first got word that 
the nation was under attack during a visit to a florida grade school our john zarrella went back to that same 
school and found the children's memories of that moment stronger than ever for 7th grader tyler radke and 
high school sophomore steve regal 
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football practice on a steamy summer afternoon is a long long way removed from that moment in time and 
history they were a part of five years ago i remember shaking his hand and reading to them and being really 
close to them there's a bunch of vans with satellites attached to them different news stations were 
everywhere president bush had come to emma booker elementary school in sarasota florida to talk about 
education and to hear the children read it was the morning of september 11th great to meet everybody as he 
walked into teacher k daniel's second grade classroom at 9 00 a.m the president was already aware a plane 
had struck the world trade center for the first few minutes everything seemed fine the children read get ready 


good job the president smiled at 905 chief of staff andrew card whispered in the president's ear a second 
plane had hit the towers emotionally he left he was supposed to pick up his book because we were getting 
ready to read the story and it took him a while to pick up the book because he was gone [Applause] but he 
came back and always said he came back for the children and he came back for our nation tyler radke and 
natalya pinckney were in the classroom when his staff member walked up to him and was talking to him his 
face just turned red i kind of knew something bad was happening but i didn't really understand it after leaving 
the classroom the president went to the library where other teachers and students waited it was now 9 30 
a.m they expected him to make remarks about education that didn't happen today we've had a national 
tragedy you never thought that a day about reading could turn into a day about tragedy for some reason i 
always think about on 
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for some reason i always think about on august 11. i don't i don't know why month ahead of time yeah and it 
sticks with me throughout the whole month then the closer i get to it the more i think about it we're all bonded 
because we all shared that experience now five years later the president sent a taped message to the 
students at emma booker talking about education your school knows that you can achieve anything if you 
work hard and finishing what he had gone there to do john zarrella cnn sarasota florida of course 9 11 
defining the presidency and the policies of george w bush and tonight we have an extraordinary behind the 
scenes view of what it was like for those who were at president bush's side on a day that changed him and 
the country forever the president the president very much wanted to get back to washington dc the president 
heard about the plan that hit the pentagon we boarded air force one three planes that hit their targets i 
remember talking with the lead secret service agent and they felt very strongly that there was just too much 
that we didn't know and that we couldn't go back to washington we lifted off the g-forces threw everyone's 
head back against the back of their seat it was a horrible feeling to be on that plane the most secure plane in 
the world and to be afraid the president reached out to some of the world leaders specifically president putin 
we didn't want people to think as we were standing up to defend america that we weren't really mobilizing for 
a nuclear attack on another country the decision was then made to go to barksdale air force base where the 
president would land right around noon and he wanted to address the nation make no mistake the united 
states will hunt down and punish those responsible for these cowardly acts and i remember the president 
saying to the head of the secret service i don't want some tin horn terrorist keeping the president out of 
washington the secret service and as well as the vice president we're 
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and as well as the vice president we're telling him it's just not safe he had to return to the white house and so 
the vice president suggested that he go to offutt air force base in nebraska when we arrived in office it was a 
surreal experience because we were we were whisked down long flights of stairs deep into a bunker i think 
there was some resistance from the secret service and he said i'm going back to washington on our way 
back to washington reporters saw the fighters off the aircraft wings and they asked permission to film and i 
didn't even check with anybody i said of course you can there was a small debate about whether we should 
take a motorcade or take a marine one and land at the white house and the president said no i'm flying on 
the helicopter and i'm landing back at the white house the president sits in the seat on the left front of the 
helicopter and so as marine one banks the president had a perfect view of the smoldering pentagon and he 
said out loud not to anybody in particular who just said the mightiest building in the world is on fire this is the 
face of war in the 21st century the president made it very clear that he intended to address the nation none 
of us will ever forget this day yet we go forward to defend freedom and all that is good and just in our world 
thank you good night and god bless america that of course was the president speaking to the nation after the 
9 11 attacks five years ago and in just a few moments he will address the nation again from the oval office 
and before we get to that let me check in with larry king who will be doing his show from here tonight you 
were here two weeks welcome to town by the way thank you two weeks after the attacks in 2001 you look 
down there now at uh well that's what i would say is a lack of progress but others say the beginning of rebirth 
i can't tell it looks like beginning of rebirth to me is 
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looks like beginning of rebirth to me is certainly different from two weeks after 9 11 when the fire 
commissioner took me on a tour and i they put vic's vapor rub on the nose so i couldn't smell things and 
talking to firemen and policemen and emergency workers and it was a horrendous day for me a very 
emotional i grew up in brooklyn and uh came through this tunnel the brooklyn battery tunnel a lot it's right 
near here it's very emotional looking at it it's hard to come here today and still feel that tremendous sense of 
loss we're going to bring woof into our conversation now who's going to give us a preview of some of what 
the president might be saying to the nation tonight you know wolf though the white house keeps on saying 
this is not a political speech but at the time when you got the vast majority of the american public not thinking 
this war on terror is going too well you got to believe he's going to deliver something to try to change that 
picture well even if he doesn't directly uh talk about politics and there's no indication he will paula and larry 
there's there's no doubt that the stakes for the president tonight are enormous having covered covered 
several presidents when you get into a second term especially at this point in the second term it it clearly is a 
moment for a president the president's top advisors to be looking at the history books looking at their their 
overall record uh it's it's going to be a moment that the president will certainly will certainly have to recognize 
the enormity uh larry king is going to be coming on right after the president finishes his remarks larry i want 
you to give our viewers a little preview of what you have coming up right after the president finishes well 
quite a show wolf we'll begin with four widows who've written an extraordinary book and then we're going to 
have rudy giuliani and hillary clinton back to back and then a very emotional for me heartfelt visit to a 
firehouse a firehouse where all 15 men on duty that day were killed and these are their buddies

were killed and these are their buddies their men and giving extraordinary tour and then a couple of women 
who were severely burned and then that man remember who was on the 78th floor with his dog he was blind 
he got out they're all on immediately following the address we will be watching paula thanks very much larry 
thanks to you as well to our viewers this is one of those moments when the president and his top advisors 
know that millions of americans and many millions of others around the world will be watching his major 
audience though tonight is the american public and his clear hope is to reassure them that this fifth 
anniversary of 9 11 this is a president who knows what he's doing that this is a president that can reassure 
the united states he's winning the war on terror the oval office address comes at a very sensitive moment for 
this president polls showing most americans do not believe the country is moving in the right direction most 
americans opposed to the war in iraq and most believing the u.s mission in iraq has made matters worse for 
the united states the address comes as we know a little bit less than two months before the elections here 
now the president good evening five years ago this date september the 11th was seared into america's 
memory 19 men attacked us with a barbarity unequaled in our history they murdered people of all colors 
creeds and nationalities and made war upon the entire free world since that day america and our allies have 
taken the offensive in a war unlike any we have thought before today we are safer but we are not yet safe on 
this solemn night i have asked for some of your time to discuss the nature of the threat still before us what 
we are doing to protect our nation and the building of a more hopeful middle east that holds the key to peace 
for america and the world on 9 11 our nation saw the face of evil yet on that awful day we also witnessed 
something distinctly american 
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something distinctly american ordinary citizens rising to the occasion and responding with extraordinary acts 
of courage we saw courage in office workers who were trapped on the high floors of burning skyscrapers and 
called home so that their last words to their families would be of comfort and love we saw courage in 
passengers aboard flight 93 who recited the 23rd psalm and then charged the cockpit and we saw courage 
in the pentagon staff who made it out of the flames and smoke and ran back in to answer christ for help on 
this day we remember the innocent who lost their lives and we pay tribute to those who gave their lives so 
that others might live for many of our citizens the wounds of that morning are still fresh i met firefighters and 


police officers who choke up at the memory of fallen comrades i've stood with families gathered on a grassy 
field in pennsylvania who take bittersweet pride in loved ones who refused to be victims and gave america 
our first victory in the war on terror i've sat beside young mothers with children who are now five years old 
and still long for the daddies who will never cradle them in their arms out of this suffering we resolve to honor 
every man and woman lost and we seek their lasting memorial in a safer and more hopeful world since the 
horror of 9 11 we've learned a great deal about the enemy we have learned that they are evil and kill without 
mercy but not without purpose we have learned that they form a global network of extremists who are driven 
by a perverted vision of islam a totalitarian ideology that hates freedom rejects tolerance and despises all 
dissent and we have learned that their goal is to build a radical islamic empire where women are prisoners in 
their homes men are beaten for missing prayer meetings and terrorists have a safe 
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meetings and terrorists have a safe haven to plan and launch attacks on america and other civilized nations 
the war against its enemy is more than a military conflict it is the decisive ideological struggle of the 21st 
century and the calling of our generation our nation is being tested in a way that we have not been since the 
start of the cold war we saw what a handful of our enemies can do with box cutters and plane tickets we hear 
their threats to launch even more terrible attacks on our people and we know that if they were able to get 
their hands on weapons of mass destruction they would use them against us we face an enemy determined 
to bring death and suffering into our homes america did not ask for this war and every american wishes it 
were over so do i but the war is not over and it will not be over until either we or the extremists emerge 
victorious if we do not defeat these enemies now we will leave our children to face a middle east overrun by 
terrorist states and radical dictators armed with nuclear weapons we are in a war that will set the course for 
this new century and determine the destiny of millions across the world for america 911 was more than a 
tragedy it changed the way we look at the world on september the 11th we resolved that we would go on the 
offense against our enemies and we would not distinguish between the terrorists and those who harbor or 
support them so we helped drive the taliban from power in afghanistan we put al-qaeda on the run and killed 
or captured most of those who planned the 9 11 attacks including the man believed to be the mastermind 
khaled sheikh muhammad he and other suspected terrorists have been questioned by the central intel 
intelligence agency and they provided valuable information that has helped stop attacks in america and 
across the world 
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and across the world now these men have been transferred to guantanamo bay so they can be held to 
account for their actions some of bin laden and other terrorists are still in hiding our message to them is clear 
no matter how long it takes america will find you and we will bring you to justice on september the 11th we 
learn that america must confront threats before they reach our shores whether those threats come from 
terrorist networks or terrorist states i'm often asked why we're in iraq when saddam hussein was not 
responsible for the 9 11 attacks the answer is that the regime of saddam hussein was a clear threat my 
administration the congress and the united nations saw the threat and after 9 11 saddam's regime posed a 
risk that the world could not afford to take the world is safer because saddam hussein is no longer in power 
and now the challenge is to help the iraqi people build a democracy that fulfills the dreams of the nearly 12 
million iraqis who came out to vote in free elections last december al qaeda and other extremists from across 
the world have come to iraq to stop the rise of a free society in the heart of the middle east they have joined 
the remnants of saddam's regime and other armed groups to foment sectarian violence and drive us out our 
enemies in iraq are tough and they are committed but so are iraqi and coalition forces we are adapting to 
stay ahead of the enemy and we are carrying out a clear plan to ensure that a democratic iraq succeeds 
we're training iraqi troops so they can defend their nation we're helping iraq's unity government grow in 
strength and serve its people we will not leave until this work is done whatever mistakes have been made in 
iraq the worst mistake would be to think that if we pulled out the terrorists would leave us alone they will not 
leave us alone they will 
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they will not leave us alone they will follow us the safety of america depends on the outcome of the battle in 
the streets of baghdad osama bin laden calls this fight the third world war and he says that victory for the 
terrorists in iraq will mean america's defeat and disgrace forever if we yield iraq to men like bin laden or 
enemies will be emboldened they will gain a new safe haven they will use iraq's resources to fuel their 
extremist movement we will not allow this to happen america will stay in the fight iraq will be a free nation 
and a strong ally in the war on terror we can be confident that our coalition will succeed because the iraqi 
people have been steadfast in the face of unspeakable violence and we can be confident in victory because 
of the skill and resolve of america's armed forces every one of our troops is a volunteer and since the attacks 
of september the 11th more than 1.6 million americans have stepped forward to put on our nation's uniform 
in iraq afghanistan and other fronts in the war on terror the men and women of our military are making great 
sacrifices to keep us safe some have suffered terrible injuries and nearly three thousand have given their 
lives america cherishes their memory we pray for their families and we will never back down from the work 
they have begun we also honor those who toil day and night to keep our homeland safe and we are giving 
them the tools they need to protect our people we've created the department of homeland security we have 
torn down the wall that kept law enforcement and intelligence from sharing information we've tightened 
security at our airports and seaports and borders we've created new programs to monitor enemy bank 
records and phone calls thanks to the hard work of our law enforcement and intelligence professionals we 
have 
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intelligence professionals we have broken up terror cells in our midsts and saved american lives five years 
after 9 11 our enemies have not succeeded in launching another attack on our soil but they've not been idle 
al qaeda and those inspired by its hateful ideology have carried out terrorist attacks in more than two dozen 
nations and just last month they were foiled in a plot to blow up passenger planes headed for the united 
states they remain determined to attack america and kill our citizens and we are determined to stop them we 
will continue to give the men and women who protect us every resource and legal authority they need to do 
their jobs in the first days after the 9 11 attacks i promise to use every element of national power to fight the 
terrorists wherever we find them one of the strongest weapons in our arsenal is the power of freedom the 
terrorists fear freedom as much as they do our firepower they are thrown into panic at the sight of an old man 
pulling the election lever girls enrolling in schools or families worshiping god in their own traditions they know 
that given a choice people will choose freedom over their extremist ideology so their answer is to deny 
people this choice by raging against the forces of freedom in moderation this struggle has been called a 
clash of civilizations in truth it is a struggle for civilization we're fighting to maintain the way of life enjoyed by 
free nations and we're fighting for the possibility that good and decent people across the middle east can 
raise up societies based on freedom and tolerance and personal dignity we are now in the early hours of this 
struggle between tyranny and freedom amid the violence some question whether the people of the middle 
east want their freedom and whether the forces of moderation can prevail 
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forces of moderation can prevail for 60 years these doubts guided our policies in the middle east then ona 
bright september morning it became clear that the calm we saw in the middle east was only a mirage years 
of pursuing stability to promote peace had left us with neither so we changed our policies and committed 
america's influence in the world to advancing freedom and democracy as the great alternatives to repression 
and radicalism with our help the people of the middle east are now stepping forward to claim their freedom 
from kabul to baghdad to beirut there are brave men and women risking their lives each day for the same 
freedoms that we enjoy and they have one question for us do we have the confidence to do in the middle 
east what our fathers and grandfathers accomplished in europe and asia by standing with democratic 
leaders and reformers by giving voice to the hopes of decent men and women we are offering a path away 
from radicalism and we are enlisting the most powerful force for peace and moderation in the middle east the 


desire of millions to be free across the broader middle east the extremists are fighting to prevent such a 
future yet america has confronted evil before and we have defeated it sometimes at the cost of thousands of 
good men in a single battle when franklin roosevelt vowed to defeat two enemies across two oceans he 
could not have foreseen d-day in iwo jima but he would not have been surprised at the outcome when harry 
truman promised american support for free peoples resisting soviet aggression he could not have foreseen 
the rise of the berlin wall but he would not have been surprised to see it brought down throughout our history 
america has seen liberty challenge and every time we have seen liberty triumph with sacrifice and 
determination at the start of this 
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and determination at the start of this young century america looks to the day when the people of the middle 
east leave the desert of despotism for the fertile gardens of liberty and resume their rightful place in a world 
of peace and prosperity we look to the day when the nations of that region recognize their greatest resource 
is not the oil in the ground but the talent and creativity of their people we look to the day when moms and 
dads throughout the middle east see a future of hope and opportunity for their children and when that good 
day comes the clouds of war will part the appeal of radicalism will decline and we will leave our children with 
a better and safer world on this solemn anniversary we rededicate ourselves to this cause our nation has 
endured trials and we face a difficult road ahead winning this war will require the determined efforts of a 
unified country and we must put aside our differences and work together to meet the test that history has 
given us we will defeat our enemies we will protect our people and we will lead the 21st century into a 
shining age of human liberty earlier this year i traveled to the united states military academy i was there to 
deliver the commencement address to the first class to arrive at west point after the attacks of september the 
11th that day i met a proud mom named rosellen dowdell she was there to watch her son patrick accept his 
commission in the finest army the world has ever known a few weeks earlier rosellen had watched her other 
son james graduate from the fire academy in new york city on both these days her thoughts turned to 
someone who was not there to share the moment her husband kevin dowdell kevin was one of the 343 
firefighters 
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of the 343 firefighters who rushed to the burning towers of the world trade center on september the 11th and 
never came home his sons lost their father that day but not the passion for service he instilled in them here's 
what rosellen says about her boys as a mother i cross my fingers and pray all the time for their safety but as 
worried as i am i'm also proud and i know their dad would be too our nation is blessed to have young 
americans like these and we will need them dangerous enemies have declared their intention to destroy our 
way Of life they're not the first to try and their fate will be the same as those who tried before 911 showed us 
why the attacks were meant to bring us to our knees and they did but not in the way the terrorists intended 
americans united in prayer came to the aid of neighbors in need and resolved that our enemies would not 
have the last word the spirit of our people is the source of america's strength and we go forward with trust in 
that spirit confidence in our purpose and faith in a loving god who made us to be free thank you and may god 
bless you welcome to a special edition of larry king live from ground zero where trend towers once soared 
against the manhattan skyline and more than 2700 people lost their lives we're going to show you now an 
extraordinary sight that new yorkers are quite used to by now this is the tribute of light it's about a couple of 
maybe three four blocks from the world trade center where where the world trade center was and it sort of is 
a beam going to heaven 
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and it sort of is a beam going to heaven it's an incredible sight that literally when you're here television does 
not do it justice takes your breath away let's meet four widows from 9 11. they have combined to write a book 
called love you mean it they have patricia carrington her husband kaz carrington died on 9 11. julia collins 
her husband tom died on 9 11. claudia gerbassie her husband bart died on 9 11. and anne haines her 


husband ward died on 9 11. patricia what what is this day like for you it's been a difficult day a long day uh 
but every day of 365 days out of the year we have a little 911 in our day because we miss our husbands 
every day so julia it doesn't take a 911 to bring it out absolutely not you know it lives within us and you know 
today is a very special day where we can honor all those that were killed that day is it hard claudia to look at 
it yes it is and so it is important for us though we were down here this morning we were part of the ceremony 
it was important as hard as it is it's important to come down here and pay our respects why'd you write a 
book ann we wrote a book because we wanted to give others hope about the future and carrying the spirits 
of our husband with us and in our hearts but also making their spirit part of us and moving forward in life 
does it seem like five years pat some days it it seems like just yesterday we were with them and some days it 
seems longer than five years tough to go on with your life julia what do you do what are you doing are you 
working well i'm still working i work for the nfl and i work for national football league i do and they've been 
very supportive of me and you know you uh it's not easy the last five years have been tough but together 
with these women in the power 
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together with these women in the power of friendship we uh have helped each other tremendously america 
yeah you didn't know each other claudia before 9 11. uh we did not and i'm fortunate because i had met each 
one of the women individually and then they each gave me so much that i knew i had to get the four of us 
together and has that continued do you constantly are you talking to each other all the time man i mean you 
wrote a book together all the time all the time email is a wonderful thing how well have you gone on one of 
you has remarried right i was the first to remarry patty was introduce me to my husband john donovan who's 
just a wonderful wonderful man and i'm very blessed did he have a tough time accepting i think because he 
was such close friends with patty and went through the grieving process with her with caz he knew what was 
what it was like and what to expect and he's a very strong man and so how did you hear about it that 
morning kaz i mean uh pat a friend called me on the phone i was actually on my way to work in the subway 
when it happened and when i got to my office there was numerous calls and what floor was he on he was on 
the 105th floor of the world trade center they had no chance right julia how did you hear but at the time i 
didn't believe that yeah i was actually on an airplane back coming back from denver and the captain came on 
the speakers and said we're turning the plane around and the world trade center's been hit by a plane and 
it's a beautiful day like outside your window so i'll let you draw your own conclusions so at the time i was like 
what what is he talking about so i never comprehended it until i went back to denver went back to denver and 
i learned of the events when representatives met me and what floor did tom work on 104th floor of towers did 
you know then that this was a difficult shot you know tommy was in the 93 bombing and i never lost hope 
until 
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and i never lost hope until they told us they had failed his body so you found out in denver no i got home the 
next day how'd you get home the nfl flew me home um mr tisch had a plane and a great man great man he 
passed away with a wonderful man claudia how did you hear um bart actually called me and told me i was 
home getting ready to take one of my children to his first day of preschool and i got a phone call our squawk 
boxes have gone dead i need to get a hold of him to make sure he's okay turn on cnn i salute you all patricia 
carrington julia collins claudia gerbassi and ann haynes their book is great title love you mean it a true story 
of love loss and friendship thank you thank you thank you from the side of the world what was the world 
trade center next rudy giuliani and hillary clinton lessons learned from 911 and implications for 2008. don't go 
away all of a sudden the staircase moved and a crack in the wall appeared maybe about six or eight inches i 
kept on looking at the numbers coming down the stairwell 15 14 counting and then i actually thought i could 
make i could make it when i got out [Music] the situation is that two airplanes have attacked apparently why 
you should not vote all right well then let's get let's go north then thank you very much the people of the city 
their spirit is tremendous and i i said that yesterday and i'll say it again this city is the greatest city in the 
world that has the greatest people and a bunch of cowardly terrorists can't make us fearful one of the heroes 
of 911 new york's own rudy giuliani he became america's mayor 
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rudy giuliani he became america's mayor in the midst of terror and tragedy i spoke with him about this day of 
remembrance does it feel like five years no sometimes it doesn't sometimes it feels like you know a couple 
days ago and sometimes it feels like an eternity go so it depends on the feelings you're having that day or 
that moment you drive down there a lot sure i have to i i did you know over the weekend several several 
times uh never fails that it you get a very sad feeling very angry feeling sometimes you get a feeling of 
elation because of all the heroics you know but it's always always uh you always remember it does it shock 
you that bin laden is still well a couple there a couple things shocked me it shocks me that he's still out there 
i wish we would capture him and bring him to justice uh and i think justice is the word not vengeance um and 
then i it also shocks me that we haven't been attacked again which i expected if you had asked me this 
question the night of september 11 five years ago i would have said to and everybody else in america 
particularly american law enforcement we're gonna get attacked we better get ready for a number of attacks 
you know suicide bombings and other kinds of attacks so i thank god that that's not the case and i expect we 
are going to get attacked again but i'm thankful that we got these uh five years but him being out there oh 
sure i thought we i thought he i thought he'd been captured you know a number of different times thought we 
almost had him in the last couple years are we safer now than we are we're safer than we were then what 
we are is more aware of the risk now than we were then we we were sort of in some kind of a state of denial 
before september 11 2001. those attacks began 30 years ago and they're still going on now including the 
september 11 attack but we didn't really focus on it before september 11. now we do we're doing a better job 
of preventing them like in london a couple weeks ago but we're still at grave risk is the is the one major 
drawback maybe the wrong word iraq well i don't know if iraq i mean iraq 
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iraq republican perception and perception iraq is difficult in reality iraq i would also never have believed five 
years ago that today in iraq they'd be a government of any kind and that any sunnis or shiites or kurds would 
be sitting down trying to put a government together or that saddam hussein would be gone i mean that so 
those i mean there's a good and bad in everything and the good part of what's going on in iraq is that there 
are people trying to put together an accountable government if they do that could be a transformation in the 
middle east and we have to support that what do you think of what they're going to do at the trade center site 
i think there will be a soaring memorial at the trade senate side i think it's coming together better now i think if 
you ask me am i surprised that it took this long that i'm not surprised about i expected from the moment this 
happened this was going to be very emotional very difficult very hard a lot of sides made good points yeah 
sure and you know and it just hurt us so deeply that it's very hard to get people in unison about what should 
be done there people who want it just devoted to a memorial people that want everybody to move on i mean 
there are different emotions about this so it took oklahoma city quite some time to get their beautiful 
memorial uh together so i expected that would be this this would be a difficult process is it finally in place do 
they know as best as it can be it looks like there's a plan in place it looks like it has at least substantial 
support nothing will ever have unanimous support and even if it takes a little bit longer it's better to let 
everybody work these emotions out and you rudy is the presidency in line i don't Know we'll see you next 
next year when do you make that decision you make it sometime next year you know sometime in 2007 i 
think all the people who are uh fortunate enough to be in a position where even ask you that question which 
sort of from a kid from brooklyn set you back a little i mean when people were both from brooklyn and i think 
when if we had met each other in brooklyn we would not be asking ourselves this question you know you 
wouldn't be sitting here and i wouldn't be saying what are we doing here yeah what's going on here what's 
the key to making it though oh i guess it's um it's a lot of things 
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oh i guess it's um it's a lot of things including what the issues are and but mostly it's do you feel you can 
make a unique contribution because it's a very hard thing a very hard thing to do it's worth it but it's very hard 
to do and you've got it you have to feel that there's something special that you can do or you can bring to it 


both to the campaign and if you should win to the presidency and finally 911 will always be a part of you 
won't it every day every day rudy giuliani whether it's whether when you say rudy giuliani or not i i figured out 
a long time ago every day it's with me every day i think about it every day it comes back and different 
memories fought back and i instead of suppressing it and i i you know i talk to a lot of people who have gone 
through september 11 like i have and i find it helpful to talk about it get it out not keep it inside now some of 
the memories are horrible but it's better not to Keep them inside thanks rudy thank you thank you new york 
senator hillary rodham clinton was in washington on september 11 2001. today she came to ground zero i 
spoke to her after the memorial ceremony this morning ironic isn't it that the weather is almost identical to 
five years ago you know larry one of the most common things people say to me is the sky was so blue it was 
such a beautiful day and it was a day as beautiful as this it's hard to imagine all of the terror and horror that 
happened you know five years ago they seem to be making some it looks like progress yeah there is 
progress being made and come back next year and there'll be a lot more you know it's been a difficult 
process for all kinds of reasons but you know the plans are now agreed upon and this will be a very busy 
active construction site is it difficult for you to contemplate that osama bin laden is still around i'm 
dumbfounded i mean if somebody had told me five years ago that the mastermind of this attack on america 
with all of our power 
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america with all of our power would still be you know not only alive but putting out videotapes and taunting us 
i wouldn't have believed it i would have assumed that by now we would have unequivocally defeated our 
enemy and our primary enemy is al-qaeda uh as i remember it on the night of 9 11 congress stood in front of 
the steps of the capitol and sang i think god bless him that's right you were there i was i was is that unity still 
around not as much as i wish it were and i'd like to see it renewed not only was the congress united the 
entire country was united and the world was united behind our country that was a wonderful feeling and it 
gave us just so much comfort and and sense of resolve and now you know there is divisiveness and i regret 
that because we have to be together in dealing with the enemy that we confront we've got to have everybody 
pulling in the same direction i know you're not going to answer me tonight but when you think about 
leadership why would anyone want that responsibility why would anyone present company aside want that 
job well i'm not going to you know comment specifically and i can only say that throughout history people 
have you know recognized what a great uh honor it is to serve our country in so many ways you know from 
those who serve in our military to those who serve on our homeland defense teams like our police and 
firefighters you know to people who do run for office and it is something that is so great about america that 
you know we really do ask people to sort of summon up that energy and go forth together those who run for 
office they don't say to themselves i don't think i want this i don't think i want that responsibility well obviously 
if you throw your hat into the ring and you get out there everybody knows that it's a brutal environment to run 
for office and be in public life today people do it because they think they have something to contribute they 
think 
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have something to contribute they think they can you know make a difference but you got to take the hits 
right like you've been critical of the president he's got to read that and see that it's not easy it's not as though 
people haven't been critical of me i mean i i understand that uh you know it kind of goes with the territory but 
what i've tried to do is to focus on what we need to do together you know i don't think that the personal 
criticism frankly is very productive or useful i criticize that we haven't done enough to deal with our ports and 
our borders and and our mass transit and rail lines and our chemical nuclear plants i'm critical because we've 
got to take care of our first responders and others who got sick because they were on that pile for days and 
weeks and months breathing that toxic air and so i think that you know there is always ground in a 
democracy for constructive criticism and i think that's part of the territory what i would like to see is more of 
that and less of kind of moving away from evidence and constructive criticism to ideology and partisanship 
now let's get back and roll up our sleeves and figure out how we're going to keep our country safe and how 
we're going to defeat our enemy are we safer today we're safer but we're not safe enough you know we still 


have a lot of work to do and we need to make sure that we put our money where the risk is you know 
everybody knows that new york remains the number one target of interest of the terrorists and so let's make 
sure that we do everything we can to make new york as safe as possible and unfortunately you know we've 
got a long ways to go thank you hillary thanks sir he called me at 10 to 9 and said our building has just been 
hit by a plane turn on the news we have unconfirmed reports this morning that a plane has crashed into one 
of the towers and i changed the channel and i saw what happened and i said oh god john please get out of 
there safely and he said i love you i have to go and i'm really hung up 
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hundreds of them we're in the heart of new york city at 47th street and 8th avenue we're at the home of 
engine 54 ladder four battalion nine of the new york city fire department this firehouse lost all 15 men on duty 
on the day of ground zero september 11 2001 it is by the way the busiest firehouse in new york city we're 
going to talk with four of the men who lost their friends battalion chief charles williams 33 years of service 
with the department behind him is battalion chief jim hodgins twenty five years with the new york city fire 
department took over for chief geerge who lost his life on 9 11 lieutenant robert jackson 20 years with the 
new york city fire department and firefighter david turner 14 years with the department assigned to this 
firehouse since 93. your wife david didn't want you to go to work that day no i was uh that morning i was up 
working downstairs in my house and uh she screamed downstairs for me to come upstairs her sister told her 
to turn the tv on and uh we were watching right after the first plane hit and and at that time i knew how bad it 
was and i knew i had to come in so i told my wife i had to leave 
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in so i told my wife i had to leave and she was she was arguing with me we realize this is tough and you 
never get over something like this especially on the anniversary and battalion chief uh williams did you have 
a sense that your buddies were in trouble oh yeah yeah once um i mean i knew it was going to be a difficult 
job when i when i saw it on tv and um i never really anticipated that they would fall down but yeah we we 
knew that things were going to be difficult james what happened when you got there and we got down there 
we had just found out that the second tower just came down after we left the 11th battalion uh the second 
tower was still up and the radio in that apparatus wasn't working so when we get out of the out of the rig we 
was you know shocked that the second one had come down what were you doing lieutenant jackson that 
day i was on 86th street at a subway station when my wife called me told me what had happened and there 
was a police officer there he was on his cell phone and his handy talk he was screaming or squelching and i 
asked him is it true it just nodded so came rushing here jumped in my car came here ran at the chief williams 
somebody was already getting the spare apparatus and like the chief said got our equipment together and 
went down and as we were going down the west side highway the second tower came down when did you 
find out about the deaths of your buddies um we had thought during the day that we had heard a report that 
the guys from 54 were you know somewhere and when we came back here chief mayor told me no 
everybody's gone and i just started crying like a baby oh firefighter turner what's that picture this is a picture 
of 54 engine um responding to the world trade centers on 9 11 who took the picture uh i don't know his name

uh i don't know his name i know this is hard for you did he come here and give it much later yeah about you 
ever wonder why it was this battalion that got wiped out why you you're not the closest one to the uh incident 
no but but everybody from say lincoln center south we lost everybody everybody working that day from 
almost that part of manhattan down to the trade center died died 343 men i'll just name the names give me a 
quick word about each guadalupe jose one of my chauffeurs fantastic guy regalia right great sense of humor 
ortiz otis was the training guy in the firehouse lynch very proud man gill paul gill artist fantastic artist oh his 
family went you got to meet everybody afterwards the families they brought out all their personal items an 


artist angelini quiet guy great cook santora probably he was our probi 54 engine young guy still lived at home 
is he the oh yeah the german he was uh that was his nickname asaro call grateful dead lover deadhead 
caligan intense daniel callahan guarani the chief 
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daniel callahan guarani the chief a leader yeah second and none true leader willie how can you say one of 
the best leader at home leader here everywhere battalion chief charles williams battalion chief james hodgins 
lieutenant robert jackson and firefighter david turner thank you and now lieutenant jackson will give us a very 
special tour come along well this is our writing list for today it's a board made by the uh one of the brothers it 
has captain vidoes say is the officer it has each position each name has some pertinent information for the 
day on the 11th this board up here was down here and the gentleman you'll see the positions the names you 
mentioned before up there and the families came in and basically wrote love notes and notes to death to the 
loved ones this is uh the pictures of the 15 men from the house that were lost that day between them they 
have 28 children this we put up in their honor people come in the families will come in and put notes on like 
the feinbergs came in and they put a stone at his uh cemetery plot so they bring in things like that the lynch 
boys red cards did her dad mike winston you know had two uh two boys mike and jack well it was a big hit liz 
says if tears could build a stairway and memories a lane i'd walk right up to heaven and bring you home 
again yes this is one of the flags the city gave to us to give each family and then another you know just in 
memory you wanted to tell me something yeah um yes sir the uh the gentleman from fort truck that were 
recovered the six men riding that day when they were recovered down to the trade center it happened in 
march after the 11th and the workers that were doing the recovery like chief williams was one of our workers 
down there they would call here the dispatcher would send us down in our rigs that were working and 
everything would stop at the trade

everything would stop at the trade center the workers would line the platform out of the pit and they would let 
the members from the company carry the stokes basket out cover with the flag total silence you know is this 
a really the honor that they gave us they were doing the back breaking work and then they would call us 
down to carry out our brothers it was just one of those one of those things you see down there was fantastic 
you lieutenant thank you thanks for having no problem godspeed thank you [Music] we show you again the 
tribute of light about three blocks from the world trade center in new york in an incredible site and they have 
kind of a duplicate one in washington near the pentagon very symbolic eerily on the mark we now welcome 
to larry king live greg and lauren manning lauren is the senior was senior vice president and partner at 
canada fitzgerald very famous company she was severely burned in the 911 attack defying medical odds she 
survived and became a symbol of hope and healing and greg lauren and greg manning chronicled her 
extraordinary story in an email diary that became a runaway bestseller love greg and lauren a powerful true 
story of courage hope and survival do you feel funny i'm not funny that you survived when so many of your 
fellow employees died i feel grateful certainly i feel most 
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i feel grateful certainly i feel most compelled by what they did in giving their lives and how strongly i know 
they must have fought i when i came out of the coma that i was in over a period of six weeks i sought to 
avenge them and a lot of my recovery has been focused on getting back to my family and and being there for 
all those that couldn't be there was a period of time when they thought you wouldn't make it right yeah i didn't 
think i'd make it i mean it happened obviously right down there and i made a decision to live and i was 
fighting for many many months in the icu and then many more months afterward in a rehab hospital it's been 
a long haul but i've had a great man with me along the way greg that book was done you did emails right 
that's right i was so many people wanted to be with lauren and they couldn't be i just tell you that i was 
inspired from the first second i found her at 10 o'clock in the morning on 9 11. it was an honor to tell the story 
and it's a privilege to continue to see it unfold how's life going life is great it's been a long five years and it's 


changed our lives have changed in so many ways but today is really about tribute and memory i wish we had 
more time we'll do you again sometime real soon but i thank you so much oh and i thank god you're looking 
so well thank you we'll be right back with more at the site of what was the world trade center don't go away 
[Music] let's check in first with anderson cooper before we close things out here anderson what's up tonight 
larry you're at ground zero in new york we are at ground zero of the war on terror here in afghanistan a 
forward operating base on the pakistan border uh the the the tenth mountain division who are out here every 
day are fighting the taliban a newly resurgent taliban and al-qaeda fighters the same men the 
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and al-qaeda fighters the same men the same kind of men the same foreign jihadists who flew those planes 
into the pentagon and into the world trade center tonight we're going to look at why five years after 9 11 the 
taliban has been able to come back and why al qaeda fighters are still out there and able to cross over into 
afghanistan from pakistan we'll also look at the hunt for osama bin laden is our ally in the war on terror 
pakistan really doing all they can to hunt down and find osama bin laden we'll have all that more larry at the 
top of the hour that's ac360 from afghanistan a couple of minutes away we want to spend a couple of 
minutes with michael hinkson you may remember you gotta remember michael blind since birth he was 
working on the 78th floor of tower one of the world trade center his dog roselle she's with him tonight guided 
him down nearly 80 flights of stairs out into safety how's life going life's going well larry you often think about 
on a day like today you think about it a lot oh absolutely i think about it every day was roselle the key she 
certainly was in a large sense although it's really a team effort what i've learned and come to recognize even 
more since 9 11 is that it took both of us to survive and help others get out of the building we work together 
as a partnership and then she realized what she was doing i think in her own way she had to i don't think 
there's there's any doubt about that are you working i am i work at guide dogs for the blind out in california in 
san rafael um which is the largest guide dog school in the country we we now i work in the development 
fundraising department and i also travel and do a lot of speaking about 9 11 which has been a great joy 
you're an amazing man it's an honor have known you and knowing you can still it's a pleasure to to be able 
to be here and it's an honor to have a chance to spend some time with you michael hinkson a special man 
we close with images of 911 set to alan jackson's where were you when the world stopped turning 
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when the world stopped turning [Music] good evening thanks for joining us we are live coming to you from 
eastern afghanistan a forward operating base it was here in afghanistan that the first american shots were 
fired in the war on terror and now the last shots have yet to be fired [Music] outgoing artillery incoming 
rockets the taliban regroups al qaeda returns the unfinished war now growing hotter moments in a day in 
washington there has there is a large fire at the pentagon and there's you can see perhaps the second tower 
the front tower the top portion of which is collapsing good lord there are no words remembering the moments 
that changed us all and changed our world the war is not over and it will not be over until either we or the 
extremists emerge victorious [Music] and new threats old voices zawahiri still out there bin laden still out 
there is the trail going cold from afghanistan this is a special edition of anderson cooper 360 ground zero of 
terror here's anderson cooper thanks very much for joining us this truly is the ground zero of the war on 
terror here in afghanistan we're at a forward operating base in eastern afghanistan pressed hard against the 
border with pakistan i can't tell you the exact location for security reasons but the soldiers here from the 10th 
mountain division every day are fighting a very real war on terror here in eastern afghanistan the enemy is all 
around us literally and it is a many different kinds of enemy that they are facing here every day there are 
drug traffickers a burgeoning a huge drug trade here in afghanistan also a resurgent taliban increasingly 
using al-qaeda-style tactics suicide 
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using al-qaeda-style tactics suicide bombers ieds we've seen those in iraq they are happening here now in 
afghanistan and that is a new development and perhaps most alarmingly al-qaeda fighters on the ground in 
eastern afghanistan the soldiers here from the 10th mountain division say there are uzbeks there are arabs 
there are chechens and other foreign jihadists the same kind of men who flew those planes into the pen into 
the pentagon into the world trade center are still out there operating many intelligence sources say here 
living in pakistan crossing over the border we have a lot to cover tonight but i can guarantee you that the 911 
that these soldiers experienced today was very different than the one that you experienced back at home 
let's take a look at what happened at ground zero today in lower manhattan at the pentagon and a field in 
rural pennsylvania bells were wrung names were red friends remembered and tonight at uh at ground zero 
beams of light this is the picture now two beams of light symbolizing of course the twin towers there but no 
longer there the lights are actually located about four blocks south of ground zero and they will burn 
throughout the night here in afghanistan we have been getting a very up close look at what what happened 
on 9 11 and what is happening here five years afterward we went out on patrol today uh and and while the 
soldiers were trying to commemorate 9 11 nothing quite worked out as planned here's how the day looked to 
get to ground zero in afghanistan's war on terror you fly east out of kabul over parts of the country the 
government here is still struggling to control we're a u.s military helicopter heading toward a forward 
operating base in eastern afghanistan along the pakistan 
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eastern afghanistan along the pakistan border you have to fly very low to the ground the higher you are in 
the air the more at risk you are for getting hit by rocket-propelled grenades the base that we're heading to 
has already come under a pretty intensive attack attacks incoming rocking fire and border fire but now that 
pakistan has signed a deal with taliban militants on the pakistan side of the border u.s intelligence sources 
are concerned that those attacks are only going to increase when we get to the base soldiers from bravo 
company 3rd brigade 10th mountain division are firing at enemy positions several miles away daily these 
soldiers head out on patrol in armored humvees and full battle mode there's a lot of bad guys in this area 
suicide bombers you've got guys that will set in ambushes behind the ridgeline towards pakistan you've got 
rocket attacks mortar attacks third platoon in particular has been through it all first lieutenant richard parnell 
joined the army because of 9 11. he says the enemy he and his men are fighting now is very diverse you've 
got international terrorists who are your al-qaeda very household name you've got the taliban and you've got 
just general uh general criminals in and around the area that are trying to capitalize on the fledgling 
government here in afghanistan today they set up a checkpoint with soldiers from the afghan national army a 
joint operation to intercept weapons being smuggled in from pakistan right over here they're interviewing a 
truck driver who they've just pulled over asking him if you know about what he's carrying if he's seen 
anything along the road this truck driver had a truck filled with timber pretty innocuous but soldiers say they 
often find weapons hidden underneath the timber so they are searching all the vehicles it is a routine patrol 
along with building schools and roads the kind of thing they do every day many of the soldiers however feel 
their sacrifices aren't being noticed 
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sacrifices aren't being noticed we're still out here but we're still doing what we came here in 2001 to actually 
do i went home on leave i went home on my my rr and people were asking me oh you know how's iraq and 
after a while i just got sick of correcting them i was like no i'm in afghanistan and people just again like i said 
people don't realize that you know afghanistan is still going on on september 11th [Music] it was a simple 
ceremony it is a complex mission five years after 9 11 the war in afghanistan shows no sign of letting up i 
should also point out that a lot of the the young men in the 10th mountain division who are here uh say they 
joined the army after 9 11 what they saw on that day they will never forget and it really motivates them as 
they go out on missions every day here and i can't stress enough while there's a lot of debate about the war 
in iraq and whether that is or should be a central front in the war on terror there's little debate about what is 
happening here now literally all around us on the ground this is ground zero for the war on terror here in 
afghanistan as we've said the enemy is is uh is multi uh there's many different kinds of enemy out there 


there's taliban there's al qaeda uh and there's simple criminals out there as well uh another big problem and 
one of the reasons that we've come here is that pakistan has signed the ceasefire deal with taliban militants 
on the pakistan side of the border now intelligence sources say that essentially what that means is that the 
pakistan soldiers have given up checkpoints handed over checkpoints at taliban militants gone back to their 
barracks uh and and critics will say uh this is going to allow taliban militants this is going to allow al-qaeda 
fighters simply to cross increasingly cross over the border and they worry there's going to be a big uptick in 
the fighting here they're already seeing an uptick over the last 
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already seeing an uptick over the last month or so seen as nick robertson has been in in pakistan traveling in 
some very dangerous remote areas to get a look about what the pakistan military says they are doing to try 
to combat al-qaeda fighters and combat the taliban he filed this report from quetta pakistan watch as this 
man threatens our cameraman he and his friends don't want to be filmed it's unislamic they say off-camera 
they describe themselves as afghan taliban but these streets they brazenly stroll are not in afghanistan this is 
quetta a major pakistani city close to the afghan border exactly what's happening here is explained to me by 
pakistani journalist amir mir pakistan is a sanctuary for the taliban almost the entire leadership of taliban is 
hiding in in pakistan in afghanistan american intelligence officials say the taliban leader mullah omar is also 
living in quetta in london senior british government officials say they are angry pakistan has not rounded up 
the taliban leadership who they say are planning and plotting and getting stronger from the safety of pakistan 
tensions are mounting the british and american death toll at the hands of the taliban is rocketing talking to 
pakistani officials i realize nothing incenses them more than insinuations they turn a blind eye to the very 
men who kill their coalition partners across the border let me make it very clear that whosoever says 
mulamar is in pakistan we would very clearly like to know the the evidence so that we can move against it 
but the pakistanis are moving against some taliban in a way you wouldn't expect by making peace with them 
roughly how many soldiers do you have on each border checkpoint to get the details i 
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border checkpoint to get the details i head to pakistan's tribal border area i'll be able to indicate for you the 
border once you go up there the general in charge tells me the taliban he targets a homegrown pakistani 
taliban and is costing his soldiers dearly hundreds have been killed at night they would put some id 
somewhere on the road and later on once the one of the conveyor is going they would just blast it off from 
the remote control and all that the pakistani taliban have been releasing attack videos reminiscent of iraqi 
insurgent propaganda even their terror tactics like ieds seemed honed in iraq they also started resorting to 
which was a new phenomenon in this area to the suicide killing in this mountainous border area where u.s 
troops say pakistani taliban regularly cross into afghanistan pakistani officials say pakistani taliban are 
growing ever more popular so they decided to negotiate not fight the pakistani government is very keen to 
show the world that its new deal with the tribes in north waziristan can work that they can effectively put an 
end to any taliban cross-border raids going into afghanistan we have not struck the deal with the taliban it is 
with the all the tribes of north waziristan agency which includes taliban also because they're living there 
they're the people of that hearing the governor tells me pakistan will strike more deals like this it seems they 
are taking care of their own problems first apparently ignoring the afghan taliban on their soil indeed 
pakistani officials claim they can't spot them among the quarter million afghan refugees they say are in 
quetta who is taliban amongst them and who is not taliban amongst them you can't differentiate because 
everyone is having the same beard the same turban the same dress shalwar and kami's 
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and kami's such cooperation hardly organs well for the next five years afghan or pakistani all taliban have a 
common ideology driving americans and other westerners out of afghanistan joined by now by uh nick 
robertson also a senior terrorism analyst peter burgin is also the author of the book the osama bin laden i 
know an oral history of osama bin laden peter also actually met osama bin laden back in the late 90s nick i 


mean you were traveling in pakistan how is it possible that this ceasefire will actually work to benefit the war 
on terror to actually benefit troops fighting on the ground here it's only going to work if the pakistani troops on 
the border just a few miles away actually have support of the local communities and it was very difficult for us 
to gauge that when we were there it'll only work in that context because the local communities are really the 
policemen all around they're the ones that are going to turn in the bad guys the bad guys live among them 
some of them are the bad guys that's the only way it's going to work so whatever the pakistan military is 
doing as long as those fighters can get across the border with weapons then these troops right here are 
going to be in danger peter taliban no doubt about it has had a resurgence they're on the rise they're not yet 
uh militarily perhaps threatening the government of harm karzai how is it possible that the taliban has come 
back five years after 9 11. i think a combination of factors obviously profiting from the drug trade a certain 
amount of dissatisfaction with the calcite government a certain amount of dissatisfaction with reconstruction 
efforts the the drug trade here um the poppy uh harvest this past year is up 49 over the last year so there's 
billions of dollars being made 92 percent of the world's harrowing comes from here so it's unbelievable and 
uh and finally i think you know safe refuge in pakistan just across the border from where we're standing i 
mean that's where the top taliban leadership is according to multiple u.s military officials that's where they're 
regrouping and re-arming it's interesting nick i mean we've all talked to intelligence sources to us military 
officials they're very loathe publicly to criticize pakistan for obvious political reasons they need the support of 
pakistan in this and and if they criticize pakistan then president musharraf president of pakistan is going to be 
in a very difficult position with his people 
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difficult position with his people the notion that if if the united states criticizes him then that will allow the uh 
islamists in his country to perhaps get more support perhaps remove him and if they come to power then 
forget the kind of cooperation you're getting right now so it's perhaps the lesser of two evils if you will 
privately though peter what are you hearing from intelligence sources from us military officials well they i 
mean privately they say muller omar the leadership the leader of the taliban is living in quetta a major city in 
pakistan which is incredible i mean this is a man who has a bounty on his head who it's incredible that he 
could be living in a major city like quito and they say the main leadership of the taliban is in quetta and the 
secondary leadership is in peshawar another major pakistani city and running running operations from those 
pakistan cities here in eastern some of these leaders never come into afghanistan they just stay in pakistan i 
mean the guy who runs zabal province which is a major province in the south uh for the taliban lives in 
pakistan according to us military sources never crosses the border why is support for the taliban still existing 
here in eastern afghanistan you guys were here under the taliban their rule was oppressive it was brutal and 
it still is i mean that's the way the taliban are still making uh friends if you will here by intimidating people but 
also what they're doing is playing into the local tribal structures these areas have never been never had 
proper central governance and the taliban in some cases by marrying into the tribes in some cases just by 
intimidation in this area they become because they have the weapons they buy them with the drug money 
they control the ground they get the support that way guys we're going to check in with you a little bit later on 
a lot more to cover one of the things that 10th mountain division here are trying to do is not only separate the 
enemy from the people here but they're also trying to help the people in eastern afghanistan building roads 
building schools and there is so much need here it is unbelievable when you look at the statistics of what life 
is like for people here in afghanistan let's let's look at the raw data uh just some numbers that give you a 
sense there are about 31 million people living in afghanistan on average men and women here live to just be 
43 years of age imagine that by the age of 43 you die that is the average life expectancy the country has one 
of the highest infant mortality rates in the 
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highest infant mortality rates in the world the unemployment rate an incredible 40 percent and the average 
gross income per person is a meager 250 dollars a year you can understand why a booming drug trade is a 
is a incentive for a lot of people uh uh and is contributing to a lot of corruption in the afghan government 
we're gonna look at that over the next two hours as well when we come back president bush speaking 


tonight on the anniversary of 911 we'll show you uh what he said will also take you to the last known 
residence of osama bin laden we went to it just a couple days ago in july about here's a quick look at some 
of it in the corner of it over here we found this square hole it's got a metal ladder going down uh the walls are 
around they're lined with brick and stone not sure what this was used for so we're going to go down and 
check it out [Music] these acts of mass murder were intended to frighten our nation into chaos and retreat but 
they have failed our country is strong i've directed the full resources of our intelligence and law enforcement 
communities to find those responsible and to bring them to justice that was president bush speaking to the 
nation on that terrible day five years ago on 9 11 tonight he again spoke to the nation this as a new cnn poll 
shows that now nearly half of americans blame the bush white house for the 9 11 attacks that is up 
significantly from just four years ago four years ago it was about a one-third of americans uh blaming the this 
uh this bush administration cnn said henry has been following the president today and takes a look at how he 
spent this anniversary day fighting back tears himself president bush tried to dress where politically recapture 
some of the glow he gained immediately after the tragedy winning this war will require the determined efforts 
of a unified country 
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determined efforts of a unified country and we must put aside our differences and work together to meet the 
test that history has given us but the soaring rhetoric could not mask the fact that osama bin laden has still 
not been captured there's an old poster out west as i recall that said wanted dead or alive and five years after 
the white house thought it had wiped out the taliban to avenge the 9 11 killings the war in afghanistan is 
raging anew while violence in iraq has spiked yet again and the threat from iran continues all factors in the 
president's continuing attempt to wrap all of these problems into the broader war on terror seen a safer 
political ground for republicans we face an enemy determined to bring death and suffering into our homes 
america did not ask for this war and every american wishes that were over so do i but the war is not over and 
it will not be over until either we or the extremists emerge victorious if we do not defeat these enemies now 
we will leave our children to face the middle east overrun by terrorist states and radical dictators armed with 
nuclear weapons as the war in iraq has grown more unpopular the president's words have grown more dire 
osama bin laden calls this fight the third world war and he says that victory for the terrorists in iraq will mean 
america's defeat and disgrace forever if we yield iraq to men like bin laden or enemies will be emboldened 
the white house said this was not a political speech and most politicians stuck to the solemnity of the 
occasion with two notable exceptions democratic senator edward kennedy fired off an email claiming bin 
laden is still at large because of the war in iraq charging quote bush's folly has squandered thousands more 
lives of our best and brightest in a continuing quagmire and needlessly diverted valuable resources from the 
real war on terror and vice 
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from the real war on terror and vice president cheney could not resist mentioning a political buzzword 
appeasement that democrats say unfairly paints them as weak on terror we have no intention of ignoring or 
appeasing history's latest gang of fanatics trying to murder their way to power a heavy focus on iraq in the 
president's 9 11 speech even though polls show a majority of americans are not buying his argument that 
iraq is a central front in the war on terror that's giving democrats an opening tonight to charge the president 
missed an opportunity tonight to unite the country anderson ed henry reporting thanks i'd appreciate that i 
can tell you the soldiers here from the 10th mountain division who are going out every day beyond this wire 
putting themselves in harm's way they feel very much that this is the place to be for them that they feel very 
secure in this mission and feel that this really is the front line of the war on terror they see it they hear it every 
day it is a very tough environment for them to operate in we'll have a lot more about what life is like for the 
soldiers here over the next two days but when we come back we're going to take a look at at that terrible day 
five years ago minute by minute how it unfolded some of the images that we will never forget [Music] okay 
what's going on okay just uh put put winston on pause there for just a moment the whole building just 
exploded some more the whole top part okay so they're still intact people are running up the streets if you 
were watching cnn five years ago on 911 that is what you saw 
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on 911 that is what you saw moments after 903 when the second plane hit the world trade center uh it is so 
difficult to hear those broadcasts again uh it is a cliche of course to say that that day changed us all but of 
course some cliches are are true i think all of us remember where we were uh the moment we first heard 
about what was going on that morning certainly all of us will never forget some of the images we saw miami 
florida and a couple of live pictures in new york including this one that's the world trade center it's going to be 
an award winner of a day here today this just in you are looking at obviously a very disturbing live shot there 
that is the world trade center and we have unconfirmed reports this morning that a plane has crashed into 
one of the towers of the world trade center i just saw the entire uh top part of the world trade center explode i 
looked up and all the fun is smashed right dead into the center of the world trade center [Music] [Applause] 
just moments ago the second tower was impacted with what appeared to be another passenger plane 
[Music] the people here are everybody's panicking we have just been told that president bush has been 
informed of this incredible tragedy happening in new york we expect he will probably have some comments 
fairly soon and we will bring those to you live the moment that we understand he is available today we've had 
a national tragedy two airplanes have crashed into the world trade center in an apparent terrorist attack on 
our country tell me what you know well uh arriving at the pentagon a short time ago there was a huge plume 
of smoke which continues to rise from the west side of the pentagon this huge ball ball fire came up over 
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this huge ball ball fire came up over the building we've got a major fire at the pentagon and the pentagon 
being evacuated the white house being evacuated and we have these two enormous explosions at the world 
trade center here in new york there has just been a huge explosion that is about as frightening a scene as 
you will ever see oh my god i've never seen anything like this in my entire life that there had been attacks in 
two american cities new york and in washington the trade centers here in new york have been hit by 
airplanes in washington there has there is a large fire at the pentagon the pentagon has been evacuated and 
there's you can see perhaps the second tower the front tower the top portion of which is collapsing good lord 
there are no words i hope i live i hope i live it's coming down on me here it comes i'm getting behind the car 
the search is underway for those who are behind these evil acts i've directed the full resources of our 
intelligence and law enforcement communities to find those responsible and to bring them to justice we will 
make no distinction between the terrorists who committed these acts and those who harbor them well of 
course five years later the search is still on for some of the terrorists who committed those evil acts in 
particular osama bin laden the man who planned it the man who organized it the man who funded it he is still 
out there believed to be not 
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he is still out there believed to be not too far from this location where we are now across the border in 
pakistan that's what intelligence sources say though frankly they don't know an exact location if they did of 
course it would be a very different scenario coming up after the break we'll show you why the hunt for osama 
bin laden is so difficult in this part of the world and we'll investigate whether or not pakistan is really doing all 
they can to find the world's most wanted man [Music] the mountains of pakistan is seen through the wire 
here at this forward operating base it is very close indeed and somewhere in those mountains perhaps 
further north in northern pakistan along the border uh osama bin laden may be hiding that is the best guest of 
intelligence sources that we've been talking to as seen as nick robertson found out recently traveling in 
pakistan traveling in these very dangerous areas unless the local people in these regions a region which the 
pakistan government doesn't really even control unless the local people are willing to work with the pakistan 
government and help them find osama bin laden it may be virtually impossible to find the reclusive terrorist 
it's daylight as this elite pakistani police unit enact their greatest ever takedown the first post-911 capture of 
an al-qaeda leader abu zubaydah it was september 2002. commander malik mohammed halit had only 
moonlight as he directed the operation 
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as he explains to me it wasn't going as planned abu zubaydah was getting away abu zubaydah was hidden 
gunfire commander haled had him by the neck strangely he seems less than proud reticence or remorse 
some here harbour deep sympathy with al-qaeda commander halid says it's not among them okay so you've 
got to ask yourself if they can catch abu zubaydah on this roof four years ago why haven't they been able to 
catch osama bin laden since then to answer that i start a journey that will take me across pakistan and into 
afghanistan the conclusion is startling the leads are limited no one's seen him in years most recent 
intelligence reports have him located towards northern pakistan the chitral region possibly slipping 
northwards across the remote lawless border into afghanistan and possibly north again into the equally 
remote and lawless tajikistan or he could be hiding here on a quiet suburban street in one of these nice big 
houses or he could be hiding on this crowded street or in one of these buildings just 10 feet away and we 
wouldn't know or maybe he isn't in the country at all the reason we don't know pakistan's former intelligence 
chief tells me is simple people like bin laden better than they like the west and they won't rat him out even for 
the 25 million dollar reward because there is no cause on the basis of cause you you get glean information 
and intelligence which is real good but by just doling out money you cannot get 
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get the kind of information that you're looking for that's one strike against catching the world's most wanted 
man another i'm learning from a religious leader who knows osama bin laden is just how easy it is to evade 
capture even in pakistan's capital he was accused of plotting to blow up government buildings and the us 
embassy there was a time in 2004 when the whole army was after me they were searching me and i was 
living in islamabad they were searching everywhere in pakistan and i was living in one small house in 
islamabad and if that pakistani security failure isn't shocking enough he tells me more i have one man who 
was going and taking my messages i released my cassette and and that's it sounds familiar bin laden 
continues to release audio messages journalist whose outspoken criticism of pakistani president parvez 
masharaf has cost him several jobs tells me what many here think but few dare to say as long as osama is at 
large dr zawari is at large mushroom thinks that he will continue to rule this country with the full blessings of 
the u.s it forces me to ask pakistan's army spokesman how serious they are about the hunt for bin laden it 
stays a major task even with us but this is not the only task this may be one task in the whole campaign the 
whole campaign has lot many other things to do i'm realizing bin laden has more than gone underground 
he's slipped off the radar we're looking already into afghanistan here it's what just a few hundred meters 
away that's right i head towards afghanistan on the pakistan side of the border i asked the general in charge 
about the 
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i asked the general in charge about the hunt do you think if osama bin laden were here today the people in 
around here would tell you i would hope so certainly he seems less than convinced and for sure it's not a 
daily priority for his troops just a few miles away over here on the afghan side of the border bin laden has 
also slipped down the daily to-do list today's patrols are far more focused on today's clear and present 
dangers foreign fighters the taliban and criminals patrol still go out but the environment is increasingly hostile 
taliban al-qaeda's ally against the war on terror hold more sway their threat of violence enough to intimidate 
most afghans into silence we're here to defeat the insurgency in afghanistan and to enable the government 
of afghanistan to extend its reach out to all of its people and that is our primary focus now if in the course of 
that we run across osama bin laden we'd be very happy to roll them up and bring them to justice i'm 
reminded of my conversation with pakistan's military spokesman now for a long time we haven't got any 
information about him or his activities absolutely nothing no information whatsoever the trail has gone cold 
well i won't like you to put these words into my mouth no one wants words put in their mouth but it does 
seem to be the truth well no one knows where osama bin laden is living now we do know where he last lived 
here in afghanistan in jalalabad when we come back from the break we're going to take you to his former 


residence al qaeda compound i will give you a tour of it and we were surprised to find weapons still visible 
deep underground inside the compound take a look climb down into what i thought was the bomb shelter 
now appears uh perhaps some sort of a weapon storage facility because

weapon storage facility because there's an rpg round at the down on the bottom and a mortar round two of 
the most recognizable buildings in the city of new york have been attacked and both of them appear to have 
collapsed at least in part the second of the two collapses taking place just a moment or so ago well that was 
then five years ago today and this is the scene now the tribute in lights an amazing picture uh 
commemorating those lives lost remembering that day and at ground zero another live shot people uh 
coming to pay their respects to just pause to look to meet with one another and to remember what happened 
five years ago on this day of course it was soon after 9 11 october 7th when the u.s began bombing here in 
afghanistan in retaliation trying to drive al qaeda and the taliban government which supported them out of 
this country and they did that very effectively indeed osama bin laden when the bomb started to fall began to 
to move first to kabul and then to a compound in jalalabad that was his last known residence we wanted to 
take you there to show you what it was like [Music] leaving kabul isn't as easy as it once was to drive to 
osama bin laden's last known residence you now need a half dozen suvs filled with armed guards these days 
no place is safe in afghanistan when the united states began bombing afghanistan back in october of 2001 
bin laden was in the southern city of kandahar he then returned to kabul and then began traveling down this 
road toward his compound closer to the pakistan border in the town of jalalabad it's about a six-hour journey 
through a countryside that's changed little in generations a new road is being built but life for ordinary 
afghans remains a struggle

ordinary afghans remains a struggle when you finally get to jalalabad bin laden's house isn't hard to find this 
is the the compound that was used by osama bin laden and several hundred other terrorists here in jalalabad 
it's uh it's been destroyed it looks like it's been bombed you know a lot of the the roofs are gone obviously 
locals say though however that it wasn't bombed it's just been looted this complex is about it's about two 
acres the entire thing is is walled as most of the the complexes are in jalalabad there are about 70 rooms in it 
there's cooking facilities there's even a little area where there was a mosque there's not much left a drain 
pipe perhaps for a sink or a toilet broken bricks a few shards of pottery there were actually two facilities that 
bin lad and his associates used as a headquarters here in jalalabad this is the second one it's just a couple 
hundred feet away from the first complex in the corner of it over here we found this square hole it's got a 
metal ladder going down the walls are around they're lined with brick and stone not sure what this was used 
for so we're going to go down and check it out the ladder goes down nearly all the way to the bottom that's 
where we notice weapons still clearly visible climb down into what i thought was the bomb shelter now 
appears perhaps some sort of a weapon storage facility because there's an rpg round at the down on the 
bottom and a mortar round it's amazing that nearly you know five years after this place was evacuated 
there's still weapons laying around the significance of this place is this is this is the last place that osama bin 
laden was known to live here in in afghanistan the torabor mountains on a clear day they're visible from here 
it's about a two two and a half hour drive to get there and it's from here that osama bin laden fled with his 
followers into those mountains and then disappeared this is the place that he knew best as the united states 
forces began really attacking kabul bin laden fled 
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really attacking kabul bin laden fled here last known to be here november 30th 2001. peter bergen is a cnn 
terrorism analyst he says it's impossible for us to try to reach tora bora it's now so dangerous in afghanistan 
you can't go to places like tarabar it's uh sort of a free fire zone even if we had i mean we have security here 
but even if we had a lot of security it would still be a very dumb idea because what they do is it's one road 
and they can see you going up that road and by the time you come back there's ieds on the road bin laden 


and the taliban which allowed him to operate here may be long gone but they remain popular in this part of 
afghanistan it was much better under the taliban says 17 year old abdullah it was more secure right now it's 
insecure and the problems like lack of power we didn't have them the taliban was much better than this 
government twelve-year-old sedula says back then there was a clinic there was power now there's not nearly 
five years since bin laden and the taliban were driven from jalalabad into the mountains of tora bora it seems 
their memory and their power remain very much alive and that of course is part of the mission for the soldiers 
here at this forward operating base from the 10th mountain division it's not just about killing the enemy which 
is something they do here but it's really about trying to build bridges with the local communities trying to win 
over uh people here by literally building roads and building wells and building schools it is a difficult task but it 
is one that they are doing every day as they go out on patrol as they meet with local uh officials uh we'll have 
more of that over the next two days of coverage here from this forward operating base when we come back 
we're going to talk more about the hunt for osama bin laden with uh peter bergen the senior terrorism analyst 
also nick robertson and gary bernstein former cia officer uh who actually hunted for bin laden in the 
mountains of tora bora uh also we'll show you a little bit around uh this base in particular this uh this howitzer 
105 millimeter howitzer uh behind me uh it is a gun that is uh in use just about every day here as they are 
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about every day here as they are returning fire and taking a lot of incoming fire we'll have a lot more uh when 
this special edition of 360 continues uh we've been coming to uh all this evening from this forward operating 
base very close to the pakistan border uh soldiers from the 10th mountain division uh are are in charge here 
uh and this is an active uh combat zone i mean these guys take incoming fire just about every day uh we 
were shelled uh earlier uh today uh right when they were setting about to un commemorate the anniversary 
of 911. uh they returned fire and this is the the weapon they use most often to return fire it's 105 millimeter 
howitzer it's got an effective range they can put a shell about 12 miles off in the distance that's the maximum 
effective range these are the shells that they actually fire this is 105 millimeter shell this one is uh filled with 
tnt this is an explosive round they also have smoke shells um and shells that are used to illuminate the 
battlefield but this has a kill radius of about 50 meters from the the impact zone uh so it is a a very very 
deadly weapon indeed and again they are firing these uh really throughout the day uh not only to return fire 
uh to hit mortar positions or rocket positions that the enemy around here has but also if they hear troop 
movements uh they try to lob shells uh wherever they hear uh the movements uh we'll have a lot more about 
what life is like here on the base uh we'll also have a look at how it's possible that five years after 9 11 the 
taliban has been able to come back we'll have all that ahead on this next hour 360. [Music] today from 
afghanistan where the fight began and the fight rages on and some believe a new generation of terrorists is 
being created 
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they say they're teaching children to love islam but how many of these schools are also teaching hate buried 
alive at ground zero i'm not gonna make it i'm gonna die but she survived the last person rescued from the 
rubble what the last five years have been like for her 41 ways to make america safer our frustration is that so 
many of these recommendations we've made are really no-brainers they're very common sense solutions so 
why haven't all of them been implemented by now we're keeping them honest and clinging to conspiracies 
skeptics who don't believe a plane did this to the pentagon they say a large jet hit it should have hit the lawn 
the lawn should be damaged the spools should be gone can this man and his computer turn the doubters 
into believers from afghanistan this is a special edition of anderson cooper 360 ground zero of terror here's 
anderson cooper five 911s since that terrible day that day we shall never forget this is the scene right now in 
lower manhattan a live picture those twin beams of light rising skyward symbolizing the buildings and the 
people in them who died 343 firefighters 60 police officers from the nypd and port authority police 2749 
people in all the lights will be lit throughout the night the pentagon also gleaming tonight a live picture 184 
people killed there 40 more when united flight 93 went down in shanksville pennsylvania here on the afghan 


pakistan border this is where the the battle after 9 11 began and the fight still continues to this day it is a fight 
being fought here on the afghan side of the border and also on the pakistan side of the border you've heard it 
described not just as a military battle but a war of ideas 
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military battle but a war of ideas and in some cases the war of ideas is being lost in the madrasas in these 
religious schools in pakistan that some say are the breeding grounds of terror cnn's nick robertson 
investigates it's late 10 o'clock at night we're uncertain about what we're witnessing are these devoted and 
peace loving students of islam or is it a school where students gravitate to terrorism we are in lahore 
pakistan dozens of children some only five are painstakingly memorizing every word of the quran every word 
it can take years these children begin their studies at about six o'clock in the morning they get a break for 
breakfast around 8am then they go back to their books they get a break for lunch then studying again all 
afternoon a long break in the early evening and then back to their books again but is this about love love of 
islam or hate hate for the us and the west extremists could try to recruit young men from here my students 
never do bob blass schools like this are called madrasas there are fifteen thousand in pakistan this man 
mula abdul rasheed ghazi runs some of the largest anywhere he says he met osama bin laden and 
describes himself as being ideologically close to the world's most wanted terrorist in fact he says jihad war 
with oneself and one's enemies a holy war is part of the quran so he must teach it we have been asked by 
the government many times that you should stop teaching the the chapter of jihad so we tell them that we 
can't stop it because we cannot make any amendment in islam in the 1980s the madrasas launched 
graduates of holy war against the soviets in afghanistan in the 1990s 
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the 1990s madras has produced leaders and soldiers for the taliban and since 9 11 they've incubated a 
growing hatred for the west declaring the war on terror a campaign against all muslims if if you talk about 
afghanistan yes we say that american army can be uh attacked in afghanistan and iraq in iraq american 
army because they are aggressive this young man took four years to memorize the quran for him it was 
especially difficult he doesn't understand a word of it because he doesn't speak arabic but he does 
understand the promise rewards if a person that memorizes the quran you know he can take six people to 
heaven like this jabba ismail is american five years ago two months after 9 11 he and his parents moved 
here from california to get a religious education and now he may never get to go back to the u.s twice has 
tried to go home but he says the u.s is keeping him out and says u.s officials suspect he's been in a terrorist 
training camp here his cousin has already been convicted by a u.s court i don't think they believe me you 
know why not because they they they said i have to do a lie detector test and i was thinking like you know i 
was born in the united states why did i have to take a lie detector test just to enter my own country as we're 
leaving his village i must admit to being a little bit confused is it as simple as jabba ismail says that he came 
here to study the quran didn't get tempted into any terror training very very hard to discern fact from fiction 
after all last summer the investigations of the london subway and bus bombings found some of the bombers 
had visited pakistan shortly before the attack pakistan and the madrasas were implicated and pakistan's 
president prevez musharraf tried to crack down on the madrasas but many defied him we are against uh 
musharraf i mean we say that he is a 
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uh musharraf i mean we say that he is a dictator he is an agent he is an agent of the united states and yet 
despite growing western suspicions that madras has turned young innocents into easy converts for terrorism 
madrasas have never been more popular mulligazi says anger at the u.s and the west is great for his schools 
30 or 40 percent increase in the number of students and the number of people who are donating that's why 
we're not sure what we saw in the class this day devoted and focused students who love the quran and islam 
or if today's lessons focus on the jihad chapter were we seeing the groundwork of recruitment for the next 
generation of holy warriors angry at the us fascinating well whatever the roots of terror they are dealing with 


it here on a daily basis earlier today i talked to the top american commander here in afghanistan lieutenant 
general carl eichenberry five years ago today you were actually in the pentagon on 9 11. i was what 
happened anderson i was on the third floor of the pentagon and getting a briefing and one of the four planes 
that the terrorists had hijacked and smashed into the pentagon and came in hit the first second floor and very 
fortunate to be alive the pain literally the plane literally passed beneath the office that i was in we managed to 
to get out and i think there's a you know an aspect of fate as i look at myself here now in afghanistan with 
this honor of commanding our forces i think a lot of people the united states you know they watched with 
great interest those those months right after 9 11 with the the the fight here and and the top lane of the 
taliban regime and the pushing of of al qaeda out of afghanistan taliban is back though five years later i 
mean the the fighting going on in the south is is very intense 
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south is is very intense how why is the taliban been able to come back first of all important to remember that 
the government of afghanistan still very new and trying to stand up and so we're trying to stand up afghan 
army after 30 years of chaos an afghan police force trying to get the government up and operating so against 
that growth of taliban influence into some of these areas that you might cause call vacuums you've got a 
growing strength of the government of afghanistan that's contesting that and then secondly we're fighting an 
enemy that doesn't respect international borders and boundaries and so we have a regional problem that 
we're dealing with here and that remains a challenge how frustrating is it five years on osama bin laden is 
still out there when we talk about the international terrorist network of who bin laden is one node within that 
network the elimination of bin laden does not shut down the international terrorist network now with regard to 
bin laden it is important that bin laden is eventually captured or killed it's important for the american people 
as we reflect back on 9-1-1 all the american people that were killed on that day it's critical for justice that that 
man is brought to justice one day and every day that we're here we continue the search for him and one day 
he will either be killed or captured you're confident of that i'm confident of that well of course it was expected 
but on this 9 11 anniversary there was a new tape from al qaeda al-qaeda's number two man aman al- 
zawahiri releasing a tape yet again of course it was well produced as all the tapes are and in it of course 
there were threats as there always are seen as brian todd has been looking at the tape al qaeda's number 
two leader puts his own spin on the september 11th anniversary with a new warning to the west your leaders 
are hiding from you the 
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your leaders are hiding from you the true extent of the disaster that will shock you former cia officers we 
spoke to who tracked al qaeda in the middle east believe that when ayman al-zawahiri is warning of a shock 
he means a non-conventional attack you know they have stated their intention to conduct catastrophic 
attacks on us they've stated their intention to eventually use wmd against us although ahiri also warns the 
west the battlefield will shift away from afghanistan and iraq to two new fronts the first is the gulf from where 
you will be expelled allah willing at which point your economic ruin will be achieved the second front israel 
where zawahiri says jihadi reinforcements are getting closer former cia officers say al-qaeda's aim is twofold 
to demonstrate israel's military can be beaten and to overthrow regimes in the persian gulf without a doubt 
they're going to come after us in the persian gulf in the gulf states and in saudi arabia i mean it is significant 
to us for economic reasons it is where most of the the world's oil comes from how would those regimes be 
targeted former cia officers tell cnn many of al qaeda's fighters in iraq and afghanistan are saudis and that 
when the u.s leaves those fighters will head home for attacks on oil facilities shipping or compounds where 
westerners live hotels that are frequented by westerners truck bombs against military installations these are 
all the natural things that they have trained to do and probably carried out contingency casings to do they 
could for example amount assassination attacks on key leaders for those operations intelligence experts say 
al-qaeda will need new recruits and that they believe is a key part of the strategy behind these recent 
messages from ayman al-zawahiri and osama bin laden brian todd cnn washington i'm joined now by uh nick 
robertson uh as well as a senior terrorism analyst peter bergen who probably knows more 
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peter bergen who probably knows more about osama bin laden just about anybody he met with osama and 
bin laden in the late 90s also i'm joined by gary bernstein a former cia officer who hunted bin laden his book 
is jawbreaker it is a fascinating read a personal account of what it was like in those days after 9 11 hunting 
the world's most wanted terrorists gary we appreciate you joining our round table uh peter let me start off 
with you how much is what we're seeing on the ground here in afghanistan the violence the fighting 
responsible the responsibility of al qaeda how much of an impact does al qaeda still have on the ground here 
well both the taliban and us military have the same view on the al qaeda presence here which is that they're 
providing advice logistical support maybe some money so they're playing an important role but not i think a 
primary role in afghanistan uh certainly you know then in pakistan they're very uh they remain pretty vibrant 
they reached out to london attacked london july 7th 2005. so they're an important player here but one of 
several pakistan really is the nexus uh uh i mean not just of what happened uh after 9 11 but really even now 
the the the bombings in in london the the planning of the bomb the airport bombings in london uh pakistan is 
at the center of it all pakistan is a very religious country it's a country that's based on islam that's how the 
nation was founded the some of the london bombers are of pakistani descent they went back there they went 
to kashmiri groups where pakistan has a long-running dispute with india over the area of kashmir there are 
groups at the pakistan government has been sponsoring jihadi groups essentially to fight that undercover to 
the civilian face of the army they say there is this sort of jihadi feeling among people there al qaeda's been 
able to play off that they ran and hid there after 9 11. most of the senior al-qaeda people that have been 
arrested so far been arrested in pakistan this is a place where al qaeda can feel comfortable clearly they 
have been that's where many of them have been arrested and of course now there's the ceasefire 
agreement uh there's uh likely according to telling sources we've all been talking to uh going to be an uptick 
in in cross-border operations gary bernstein uh in the book jawbreaker which i'm about halfway through and 
is an amazing read uh about what it was like hunting for bin laden how did he get away i mean he 
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bin laden how did he get away i mean he fled to those tora bora mountains you guys were on his trail what 
happened well there was a battle that went on for several weeks beginning in very late november where we 
started conducting airstrikes we started with four americans and about 10 afghan guards slash guides we 
would then move to bring an sf team into support we would have multiple observation points and create a 
gigantic triangle by which we were calling in air strikes using lasers to light them up and eventually he would 
fall back further and further back into the mountains as this battle went on and eventually because the area 
was so large and that we were short on forces we needed to have more u.s boots on the ground he was able 
to cross into pakistan very likely on foot close to 15 or 16 degrees why weren't you able to get more boots on 
the ground more more u.s soldiers on the scene to stop that retreat well we started with eight then we had 12 
more added and then ultimately the mil the decision made in washington was not to bring six to 800 rangers 
as i had requested but instead to use delta force which is about 40 and the 40 men in delta force did a 
fabulous job for command and control and working with the eastern alliance but it wasn't enough to close 
encounter rapidly enough to destroy bin laden's force before he could escape uh gary what have you learned 
about hunting al qaeda that can be applied today i mean it is uh it is a difficult battle the the the enemy has 
changed in all counterterrorism operations speed is critical you don't get a lot of looks if you've got them on 
scene you need to have your strike forces close to your intelligence capability you need to be able to move 
very very quickly and that is either with kinetic power or with personnel and and and you can't be afraid to 
move in and and be wrong even if you're wrong okay fine you can pull your people back out 
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fine you can pull your people back out but if you have a lead you need to pursue it you need to to run every 
lead to ground we've been critical uh uh on this program in the last hour or so of pakistan signing this 
ceasefire deal with militants based on what intelligence sources are telling us they have been effective 
though with some high profile arrests of al qaeda leaders inside pakistan those who doubt every single 


senior al qaeda leader really since 9 11 has either been captured or killed in pakistan which is sort of a good 
news story and a bad news story the good news the pakistanis are cooperating quite a lot in this fight the 
bad news is that al qaeda has rebased itself in pakistan how is that possible i mean where is the money 
coming from it perhaps doesn't really need money for them to rebase their it's sort of the ideological support 
within the population if we're going to catch them if they're going to be caught you need the support of the 
community they the community seemed to like ayman al-zawari bin laden's deputy bin laden better than they 
like us if they were there otherwise they would turn them over gary bernstein is pakistan the key to to 
defeating al qaeda pakistan is the key 160 million people we are not all that popular in pakistan and there are 
large parts of that country that are not controlled by the central government and it is very very uh a very 
profitable area for al qaeda and the taliban which have a symbiotic relationship to sort of advance their 
interests well gary the book is jawbreaker as i said it's a great read it's clearly a book the cia did not want you 
to publish a lot of it has been redacted you kept in that it's sort of a fascinating read on what you could say 
and what you couldn't say uh nick and peter as well thank you very much a lot more ahead uh when we 
come back we're going to take a look again at the hunt for osama bin laden and what the battle is like on the 
ground here now that the nature of the threat that they are facing these soldiers every day day in and day out 
stay tuned 
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[Music] there has been a second explosion uh here in manhattan at the trade center we are getting reports 
that a part of the tower the second tower the one a bit further to the south of us has collapsed we are 
checking on that well of course when the twin towers you're looking at a live shot now from lower manhattan 
of the uh the tributes in light a stark reminder of course of that terrible day when the twin towers collapsed 
nearly 3 000 people died amazingly though 20 people were buried in the rubble survived janelle guzman was 
the last person brought out alive from ground zero the cnn's gary tuchman has her story i've known janelle 
guzman mcmillan now for five years meeting her for the first time after she was buried alive the first time i 
saw you you were in your hospital bed after surviving the collapse of the trade center tower you look great 
thank you how do you feel i feel great thank god in the horrific hours after the terrorist attack only 20 people 
trapped under the rubble were successfully rescued janelle was number 20. you were there for 27 hours right 
with no food no water did you start yelling for people to come find you yeah and no one heard you no one hit 
me down and that day the tuesday no one heard she worked on the 64th floor of the north tower the building 
collapsed when she reached floor 13. her head was stuck between two pillars her right leg had been crushed 
by concrete pinning her down did you think you were never going to get out of there alive 
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get out of there alive yeah i think i was going to die because when i saw that it became dark and no one 
came and i'm not hearing any noises nowhere wrong it's like i'm not gonna make it i'm gonna die i'm gonna 
see myself slowly dying her family thought she was dead but then she heard sounds and the darkness gave 
way to light i put my hands through a little crack in the in the ceiling like in the wall and i felt the person hold 
my hand the fireman held my hand and he said i got you and i said thank god she was rushed to the hospital 
where her fiance roger found her what did you say to her i cried we both cried and what did you say honey 
what took you long so long to get out doctors thought they would have to amputate janelle's leg but after four 
surgeries and six weeks in the hospital they saved it we can do one at a time if you want she went through 
painful and grueling rehab that was harder than being buried under the rubble i mean you know getting into 
the hospital all the surgery trying to walk again doing the physical therapy it was it was hard i thought i was 
never going to get out she married her fiance had two babies and is now back at work for the same employer 
she worked for in the world trade center the port authority of new york in new jersey can you believe janelle 
five years later that you survived what happened that you were in the collapse of a hundred ten-story building 
and that you survived it can you believe it i can't believe it but it's real and all i know is real and somebody 
was looking out for me follow me stay together janelle hasn't seen the oliver stone movie world trade center 
but says she wants to millions who've seen the movie know the inspiring story 
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seen the movie know the inspiring story of the two police officers rescued under the rubble but some people 
in janelle's office don't know the story of the woman in their midst who was rescued after those officers her 
boss says her modesty is endearing janelle is always upbeat and positive there's always a smile on her face 
when she comes in the morning even when she goes home at the end of the day there's the same smile 
janelle guzman mcmillan lost many of her office friends in september 11 2001 her grief is accompanied by 
increased faith in god and a refusal to live in fear i love tall buildings i always love tall women but i'm not 
afraid i don't think i will be because i feel to myself that somebody's watching over me and if it's my time to go 
to depart this earth so be it it just wasn't my turn standing on the northeast corner of the ground zero site 
right now and about 100 yards away from me is where janelle was found on september 12th she was found 
27 hours 1 30 in the afternoon september 12th right here in the ground zero side i can tell you that thousands 
of people have been out here all day they're looking at the flowers they're looking at the art that put up on the 
fences stood here in this very spot obviously we're obviously we're having some technical trouble with gary 
tuckman uh they're reporting uh from near ground zero uh janelle guzman's story is a is a remarkable one 
indeed a small story of hope uh something to hold on to on this fifth anniversary of 9 11. you know amazingly 
there are those who uh believe that a plane never hit the pentagon a lot of conspiracy theories abound about 
a a cruise missile or some sort of explosive device when we come back the story of one man who has made 
it his mission to debunk those conspiracy theories next when 360 continues live from afghanistan 
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360 continues live from afghanistan [Music] american airlines flight 177 that crashed into the pentagon of 
course there are conspiracy theorists to this day who say that a plane never hit the pentagon they say it was 
a cruise missile uh there are many different theories one man has made it his mission to uh to set the record 
straight to debunk uh those uh those theories uh senior pentagon correspondent jimmy mcintyre has his 
report until now these jerky video sequences from a pentagon security camera were the best and only 
available visual record of the final seconds of american airlines flight 77 but magnify the image and in the 
pixels instead of a plane some see a conspiracy enter mike wilson a computer animator in escondido 
california who sees something else in the indistinct video a way to debunk the doubters here i'm starting my 
crime scene investigation exhibit a are the lamp poles five lamp holes and all were knocked down using 
software called solidworks wilson matches up the evidence pictures of the snapped light poles with the flight 
path of the boeing 757 it adds up it's what his company integrated consultants does makes realistic computer 
recreations based on available evidence a lot of people claim it was a missile and of course a missile was 
too small to knock down all of these lamp poles so right away you're starting to debunk some of the myths 
out there the security booth is important because this is where a lot of the controversy started just like some 
of the skeptics wilson was puzzled the fuzzy image looks too small to be a jetliner then it came to him the 
security camera had a wide angle 
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had a wide angle fisheye lens a fisheye lens distorts things sort of like a car mirror objects in mirror are 
closer than they appear so you end up through the fisheye lens the jet looks very very tiny once again 
calibrate the assumption and the facts seem to fit what about the mocking questions on the internet about 
why the lawn near the pentagon didn't appear scorched or scarred they say if a large jet hit it should have hit 
the lawn the lawn should be damaged the spools should be gone but if you look at the film you can see that 
the jet in fact flew over the lawn and just barely missed the spools before hitting the wall so there's a few 
more myths that were debunked right there and the biggest canard of all no plane wreckage hardly many 
people say there's no wreckage and i show plenty of photos of wreckage wilson labored some 300 hours on 
his pet project but it's still a work in progress he's heard the plane may have banked a little to the left so he'd 
like to tweak that and he's got more detailed technical reports on the damage inside so we'd like to show that 
too but even that won't be the final word a lot of people that wow i didn't see it that way before you know 
thank goodness for but there's a few people out there that still get upset with me and i don't think they'll ever 


believe anything else wilson said what drove him to this labor of love was the fear that some american 
soldier might believe some of the internet conspiracies because they can seem so convincing he hopes that 
what he believes is the truth will prevail jamie mcintyre cnn the pentagon well as american airlines flight 77 i 
think i misspoke before i said 177 american airlines flight 77 and the 911 commission uh wrote in great detail 
uh about how the plane hit into the pentagon they also had a number of

pentagon they also had a number of recommendations about how to prevent future attacks on the united 
states of america the question is now why two years after that 9 11 commission report so many of the 
recommendations haven't been followed we'll take a look at that joe johnson's keeping them on us next on 
360. [Music] oh so hard to look at more than two years ago the 911 commission issued 41 recommendations 
on how to make america safer but now two plus years on some of the most basic of their suggestions 
haven't been followed up on the question is why tonight's cnn joe johns is keeping them honest sudden terror 
destruction beyond imagination and chaos police firefighters and ambulance workers rushed to the scene 
and found out they couldn't talk to each other the first responders were on different frequencies and people in 
the buildings couldn't talk by radio to people on the street that communication breakdown made an 
impossible job even harder and there's little doubt it cost lives we know that was a problem and contributed 
actually to my son's death on september 11th he was in tower two and was told to remain in the building and 
people that were actually evacuating were sent back up and the first responders were unable to 
communicate mary fetchit's son brad was killed at the world trade center in her grief she took action pushing 
for the creation of the september 11th commission now two years after the commission recommended 
setting aside a common frequency for all first responders it still isn't in place witness hurricane katrina 
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isn't in place witness hurricane katrina similar problem fire police military and rescue could not talk to each 
other the former chairman of the commission said radio space or spectrum is urgently needed our first 
responders still don't have the help they need they still can't talk to each other in a way they could that 
caused lives on 911 it cost even more lives with katrina but the target date for actually doing that is not for 
another three years 2009 even worse there's still no plan to get the right radio gear for all emergency 
personnel first responders can't communicate they can't do the jobs that they were that they signed up to do 
they can't coordinate their efforts that puts not only their lives in jeopardy but also the lives of the 
communities that they protect in jeopardy as well it's also an issue of money states and localities don't have 
the funds needed to purchase the new equipment the bureaucratic delay has been frustrating for the 9 11 
families and i can't understand why people are dragging their feet i can't understand why they haven't 
embraced the 9 11 recommendations in their totality former commission members want to see the 
government act sooner rather than later we'll be watching and keeping them honest joe john cnn washington 
well of course on 9 11 on united flight 93 it was those passengers really who were the the last line of defense 
uh they're the ones who uh who who were heroes on that day and and brought the plane down averting what 
could have been even greater catastrophe happening in washington the country's air defense system has 
improved certainly since 9 11. the question is how and how much and is it enough cnn's david mattingly joins 
us now live from shanksville pennsylvania david that's right anderson a lot has changed since 9 11 as one 
man found out there are some extreme measures in place and ready to go for any intruder who flies too 
close to the wrong place in washington d.c 
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in may of 2005 troy martin was at the controls of this single engine cessna flying south from pennsylvania to 
north carolina somewhere along the way he got lost and made the worst mistake of his life at one point one 
of the f-16s flew directly in front of us and when we flew through the wake it jarred the aircraft like hitting a 
very large pothole and that scared me because i thought oh we've been shot just a student pilot at the time 
martin was sitting shoulder to shoulder with a licensed pilot but neither of the men had a clue they were 


heading directly for washington d.c and they were unable to make radio contact with the two armed f-16s or 
blackhawk helicopter that were scrambled to intercept when i rolled out of that turn i saw the washington 
monument and i knew exactly at that point where we were on the ground the capitol went on red alert 
thousands of people were ordered to flee from important buildings and were sent running for their lives what 
can i do but grit my teeth and really expect to die martin had come face to face with an elaborate post 911 air 
defense system and he was pushing it to its limits by the time he finally made a turn to the west he was 
within two miles of the white house what the episode revealed according to some experts was an air defense 
system that seemed to work just the way it was supposed to the good news is we do have a better response 
capability but the reality though is that we still do not have perfect security and that may be unattainable troy 
martin's situation escalated because of radio communication problems but he was in a small airplane that did 
not pose a catastrophic threat it was slow enough that helicopters and fighters had time to react 
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fighters had time to react and assess some say a fast-moving jet hijacked from a nearby airport would still be 
difficult to stop no one should labor under the illusion that there is a full up system in place ready to go that 
covers the the nation and can be in any place in two or three minutes martin knows he is lucky to be alive at 
the moment he was taken into custody cameras failed to catch his profound moment of relief i kissed the 
tarmac it was good to be on the ground but the question remains will the nation be relieved as well if air 
defense systems encounter another serious threat after his experience troy martin says he no longer wants 
to be a pilot and he won't pursue that pilot's license instead he's starting a new business that will help train 
pilots all around the country to among other things avoid the mistake that he made anderson david mattingly 
thanks appreciate that report when we come back the horrors of 9 11 which continue for many first 
responders they say toxins released at ground zero have caused them health problems uh life-threatening 
health problems we'll take a look uh at the evidence also before we go to break the images and words of 
photographer joel meyerowitz is seen from his book the aftermath the last beam is one of those miracles of 
ordinary life asserting itself over the direction of the bureaucracy some worker down there no one knows who 
said hey why don't we say one of these big core columns and make it the last body out on the last day a 
chaplain came to bless it you know the iron workers came and cut through it and they floated that beam onto 
the truck and then the most amazing thing happened people just swarmed over it and signed 
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people just swarmed over it and signed the beam like crazy everybody put their signature on it and then a 
bunch of men jumped up on top and they covered it in a black cloth and they tucked it in around the end i'm 
hoping that the humility and the devotional qualities of the people who did the work will be written in their 
gestures [Music] live picture from lower manhattan the tribute in lights on this five-year anniversary 
thousands of people who worked at ground zero say the the effects of working there uh are are now 
destroying their lives many are sick some are dying and they say it is related to the work they did at ground 
zero uh seen randy k investigates on september 11 2001 hundreds of emergency responders rushed to the 
world trade center among them nypd detectives john wolcott and rich volpe i remember you couldn't see your 
hand in front of your face number one i remember constantly coughing and constantly gagging now retired 
they're no longer fighting to save others they're fighting to stay alive themselves right now i'm borrowed time 
five percent only live as long as i have john is battling leukemia rich severe asthma and double kidney failure 
both blame their illnesses on exposure to toxins like benzene dioxin and asbestos at ground zero want you to 
breathe real deep in and out through your mouth dr stephen levin heads the largest screening program for 9 
11 responders at mount sinai medical center in new york city the center just released a study of ground zero 
workers 
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ground zero workers that found 70 percent had developed respiratory problems new onset sinusitis among 
people who never had sinus problems before people who have developed asthma who never had asthma 
before in their lives this is a list of the cancers attorney david warby says he has more than 8 thousand 
clients who got sick at ground zero it was the worst toxic waste site ever warby says more than 350 of his 
clients have cancer one thousand have severe respiratory ailments more than 60 of them are already dead 
consider this when the towers fell all of the material used to build them and everything inside them turned to 
dust which was inhaled by everyone at the scene it took about three weeks to get a mask then a couple 
weeks later they told us it was the wrong filters the city says it supplied more than 200 thousand respirators 
to workers but many chose not to wear them after the epa declared the air in lower manhattan safe well if 
there's any good news out of all this it's that everything we've tested for which includes asbestos-led and 
vocs have been below any level of concern for the general public health obviously for those who are down 
here these are very important 50 000 people worked around the clock trying to do some good with the 
government that told them the air is safe and the water is safe and you're going to be okay and now they're 
sick and dying but could his clients cancers really be connected to ground zero warby says he's done his 
own research and suggests the unique combination of toxic materials has accelerated the formation of 
cancers based on your expertise how long after exposure do you think it would take for someone to develop 
cancer in most cancer types that latency period that delay is more often 20 and 25 years is it possible that 
we could be seeing something in the world trade center mix of exposures that could accelerate that it would 
really violate our understanding of the 
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really violate our understanding of the biology of cancer but we can't close our minds to the possibility rich 
remains focused on staying strong and praying a healthy kidney comes his way and john after six months of 
chemotherapy his leukemia is in remission the days of coaching high school hockey are over he's too weak 
so instead he skates the ice with his daughter in the face of death family is top priority randy kaye cnn new 
york when we come back we continue live from afghanistan the war on terror here continues uh the fight very 
real day in and day out when we come back my reporter's notebook [Music] soldiers from the bravo company 
third brigade 10th mountain division facing the border with pakistan guarding this base 24 hours a day the 
mission very real here the battle intensifying over these last two months or so and likely to intensify in the 
coming months as well we've been trying to get as big a sense of this story as possible it of course 
afghanistan is such a big country it is so spread out we try to get cameras in as many places as possible 
we've been followed around in the last several days by a photographer from getting images brent sturdin 
who's been taking pictures of us as we work behind the scenes here are some of his pictures with some of 
my reporter's notebook a few minutes after we landed in kabul there was a suicide attack when we got to the 
scene they were hosing down the street i didn't understand why at first but then i saw there were chunks of 
flesh all over the ground there are moments here it feels like iraq at the hotel where we stay there 
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iraq at the hotel where we stay there are guards and bomb checks all of us have to wear bulletproof vests 
when we drove outside kabul we hired a half dozen armed guards when we stopped for lunch one of them 
carried his rocket-propelled grenade to the table just in case no matter how much time you spend here you 
only feel like you're getting glimpses a further glance at what life is really like women in burkas pass you by 
avoiding your glances refusing to talk there have been elections in progress openness unheard of under the 
taliban you can buy cds and perfume there's even a western style mall where young men dress up in their 
finest clothes none of it seems stable however none of it seems permanent we found what was once osama 
bin laden's home at headquarters for al qaeda now it's empty mud walls dirt floors all of it fading into dust at 
times it feels like this is a land of dust the old the young generations have come and gone countless wars 
endless conflicts in the end they us everyone everything blows away with the wind in the end in afghanistan 
only these mountains this land remains i want to thank the soldiers from the 10th mountain division of this 


forward operating base for uh for allowing us to be here we'll be here tomorrow night as well uh we'll show 
you a lot more of how they are fighting the war on tara larry king we'll bring you the president's speech and 
commentary afterwards thanks for watching see you tomorrow [Music]
